he apologies offered by most gar- 

deners to visiting friends, to the 
effect that “you should have seen it when 
... is a universal joke. But it is also 
a symptom that gardeners are prone to 
get the cart before the horse—to mix the 
result with the means, to think that the 
bloom on the end of the stem is what 
makes a garden beautiful. 

Continuous bloom is a fine objective 
and worth pursuing. But it is no more a 
guarantee of beauty in a garden than a 
milk-and-honey complexion in a woman. 
Anyway, continuous bloom is achievable 
for no more than seven or eight months 
in most sections of America. So on what 
is the gardening homeowner to feed his 
sense of beauty those four or five non- 
blooming months? Is he to be condemned 
to unrewarding scenery from the time he 
puts up the storm windows till the time he 


takes them down? And must he always be 


apologizing because you didn’t see his gar- 
den last week or particularly last month? 

The answer, though it is quite at vari- 
ance with popular theory, is NO. You 
can have a beautiful garden every day of 
every one of the twelve months, bloom 
or no bloom, and no matter what climate 
you live in. The answer is simpler than 
you think. 

The permanently pictorial garden has 
to have Structure—with a capital “S.” 
Without it there is nothing left but a 
few clumps and a sparse scattering of 
shrubs when the flowers have gone for 
the season. A continuously satisfying 
garden can be built with the plants them- 


selves 





if you know how to use plants. 
To create a beautiful picture in your 
garden you need to know your plant ma- 
terials in the same way that an artist has 
to know his colors and how to use them. 
You must recognize the “design poten- 
tiais” of trees, shrubs, and flowers. Then 


you must use plant material that gives 





your garden permanent structure—a well- 
designed skeleton form that stays that way 
the year around. 

Your first step is to distinguish be- 
tween woody plants (trees and shrubs)

In Northern 
states where jasmine tends to be delicate, the prim five- 
leaf akebia vine will do nicely, or train semi-eyergreen 
winter jasmine or cotoneaster as espaliers. 


A checkerboard of evergreen ivy 


ne of the most obvious and least exploited places to 
() get pattern into your garden is via the wall that 
usually screens the service yard or the sand pile. 

Here an unpretentious wood wall gets its pattern by the 
simple device of nailing up checkerboard of wire and 
encouraging English or Irish ivy to outline it. The almost 
evergreen Japanese honeysuckle can substitute up 
North, where few twining vines stay evergreen.

ere the dominant pattern is carried by the structural

he sum total of good ground pattern, sky pattern, and 

wall pattern is a garden worth looking at all year. Here 
you have one—not an elaborate estate, but a garden in a 
space 30 x 50 feet, the size of thousands of other suburban 
back yards. The big difference is that this garden is designed 
for use and beauty the year round by Thomas Church, 
landscape architect, who makes small properties a specialty. 


This garden was to be seen from indoors more than ac- 


tually used, so it was particularly important to stress strong 
pattern in both the plan and in the selection of permanent 
materials. Color in the flower areas was to change with the 
seasons. Because the space is so small, the object was to 
make the area seem larger than it really is. 

Most prominent element of the plan (see left) is an 
L-shaped panel of lawn, turned diagonally across the lot to 
increase its apparent size and to point at a view of a neigh- 
boring park. This panel starts at the narrow house terrace 


(cross-hatched at bottom of plan) where a spiral stairway 
comes down from the porch above. 


The ground pattern is accented by a two-foot-wide band 
of white concrete, which runs the length of one side of the 
lawn panel and across the corner terrace and is bordered by 


boxwood. The combination of the white concrete, green 
lawn, and dark boxwood (edging the flower border) adds 


up to a dominant line that has the effect of a shaft of lightning 
across the composition. The pool (see photograph) and the 


ivy pattern on the walls repeat this same motif as a secondary 
motion. The other side of the grass panel has a brick mow- 
ing edge bordered by white alyssum to avoid the need of 
trimming the grass and to repeat the white of the concrete. 

Sky pattern exists in the weeping cherry on the lawn panel 
and in the structure over the corner sun-pocket terrace. This 
was built to define the space only, without cutting off the 
sun, which is important to this garden in northern California. 

Wall pattern was obtained by mounting lattice poles on 
the neighbors garden wall—which already existed—leaving 
a generous space between wall and poles so strong shadows 
would prevail. These lattice poles all lean forward on the 
walls, and by repetition suggest motion and distance. A brick 
wall was built on top of the existing concrete behind the 
terrace as a windbreak. 

The design increases the apparent size of the space by

Consider it this spring 


rass has the longest active growing sea- 

son of any cultivated plant.” This state- 
ment, made by an expert, shows why you should 
try for a year-round green lawn. 

How can you strive toward this ideal? There 
are three steps, all essential. First, have eight 
inches of really rich topsoil for your lawn. 
Use seed that is best for your part of the coun- 
try. Third, give regular after-care. 

If your grass browns off now in November 
or December, make this little test. Draw out 
one spadeful of soil from your existing lawn. 
That spadeful should show good topsoil to 
almost full depth, because eight inches (or six 
at the very least) is a minimum for a good 
lawn. If it doesn’t, you must make up your 
mind to put in a deeper seed bed or give up 
your goal. Test your soil, then follow out rec- 
ommendations for liming and the working in 
of more organic matter. If you can, bring in 
more topsoil and sand if the soil is heavy. For 
the deeper the grass roots go, the greater your 
chances for extending the lawn’s green season. 


If your spirit weakens at the thought of the 


work ahead, remember that, once established, 
your lawn will be easy to maintain. You won’t 
have to spend time remaking it every other 
year, as has probably been your custom. 

A general feeding formula for after-care is 
a 10-6-4, or some other high-nitrogen fertilizer, 
15 to 20 pounds per 1,000 square feet, early 
every spring and fall. To help hold color in 
your lawn in winter, water in an extra five 
pounds just before the ground freezes. 

Other details of regular lawn treatment in- 
clude: topdress with equal parts of sand, loam 
and leaf mold, sieved together, in early spring. 
Water several inches deep during droughts. 
Mow regularly during the months that the grass 
is growing and later in the fall than you nor- 
mally would, as grass browns from the tips 
toward the centers. Control weeds, diseases, and 
insect pests.

The buffet method of entertaining is popular with host- 


esses. Here’s how to make it just as popular with guests 


urrently, the most popular form of entertaining at home is the 

buffet supper. You can scarcely pick up a magazine without being 
bombarded with bright ideas about what to serve, and encouraging 
reminders that the buffet supper is the easiest type of entertaining to 
date for the hostess, which it is. 

But what of the guests at these buffet suppers? No mention is ever 
made of them. And, just how easy is a buffet supper on the guests? 
Are they as enthusiastic about them as their hostesses, or do they pre- 
fer to be entertained with formal service on a steady dining-room table? 

In our quest to uncover the guest’s-eye view of the buffet supper, 
we have conducted our own poll of public opinion, and here is what 
our findings reveal. 

Most women are for buffet suppers almost unanimously (probably 
because every woman is a hostess at heart). Most men are unreservedly 
in favor of the idea of buffet suppers. They like their informality and 
casualness, which eliminate the stiffness which so often accompanies 
a sit-down affair. But they are loud in their protest about the calis- 
thenics usually involved in keeping a plate, silverware, a napkin, and 
a cup of coffee simultaneously under polite control. 

The men stated firmly that most hostesses do not provide enough 
convenient and sturdy surface space, such as small strategically placed 
tables, on which a man can rest the coffee cup while he’s eating the 
salad. They point out, too, that they would enjoy their buffet fare more 
if hostesses would give greater thought to comfortable seating arrange- 
ments. A man likes to sit down to a meal—but not on a window sill, 
a porch railing, or the bottom step of the stairs. 

Now we think that the men have a case. The hostess’s job doesn’t 
cease when she has provided a perfect supper. She should see that all

Starting with this house in the January issue, we 
promise that each house in this new series will be as 
well-planned as any could be when created for unknown 
owners, on unknown sites, in an unknown climate. For 
this hazard, inherent in the stock plan idea, cannot be 
overcome no matter how high your standards. What- 
ever their faults, they will be faults caused by these un- 
known factors. But such faults can be corrected and 
made personally right for your local and personal con- 
ditions by a local architect. 

So we recommend that you do not use these plans to 
circumvent retaining an architect. Rather use them as 
a starting point for clarifying your own thinking before 
you go to an architect to have him start your personal- 
ized house.

House Beautirut, JANUARY, 1948 


he trouble with most solar houses is that 

they are designed for lots where the street 

is on the north. For it is a simpler matter to open 

the important rooms to the privacy of a southern 

rear garden. But only 25 per cent of the lots in 

America have south at the rear. What happens to 

the remaining 75 per cent of our building sites 

which have another orientation? Solar planning 

seems to have sadly neglected them. But here is a 
solution for a lot with south frontage. 

A solar house cannot face in just any direction. 

[t must have plenty of window space facing south 

t in the long slanting rays of the winter sun. 

)bviously, big windows should look out on a 

sarden and be sheltered from the prying 

es ol curious passersby. Plenty of windows and 


plent f privacy is the answer given both these 


requirements in this home designed by Reisner 
and Urbahn, architects, and snuggled into its 
hypothetical 75 ft. by 150 ft. lot by landscaps 
architect, James Rose. 

How does this home meet the requirements 0 
solar design and privacy? It does so, mainly, bj 
placing a private lawn between you and the street 
By moving the house farther back than usua 
front-line building restrictions call for, ampl 
space for outdoor living is gained. Your visitor: 
arrive at a paved, off-the-street, motor court where 
guest cars may park without impeding your exi 
from your own garage. From there they may ap 
proach the front door by a short, hedged walk, o1 
may enter into the enclosed front yard under the 
trellis at the garage entrance. This yard, sur 


rounded on the south and west by a stare-stopping 
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wood fence is the family outdoor living area. The 
view to the east is framed by a six-foot hedge, 
which shelters the service and work area from 
sight. From this area one approaches the walled- 
in kitchen yard and thence to the privacy of the 
rear or bedroom gardens. 

Take note of how the garage has been angled 
ever so slightly away from the street. This is 
done to increase the width of the motor court 
and allow easier access to the garage doors. It 
is also possible to leave the doors open without 
exposing garage contents to the world. 

This design makes use of stock materials and is 
detailed for use of well-proved construction prac- 
tices. Styled principally of those simple homespun 
materials, native stone and wood, it is easy to 


build, easy to live in, easy to love. 
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Le back to front, birdseye fashion, is the best 
way to shake hands with this house. Note the three 
high clusters of trees contrasting and complementing the 
low lines of the roof from any point of view. Study the 
casual geometry of the placing of the low-spreading 
trees and visualize them as producers of your favorite 
nuts and apples. Garden walls, such an important part of 
the final scheme, may be built along with the house or 
may be erected later by a handy-man or man-of-the-house,

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hat is the first impression of this 

room you see? Too much clutter? 
Too much bric-a-brac? Too many accessories ? 
Well, that’s my room, my clutter, my ac- 
cessories. And, by way of defense, I’d like to 
explain them to you. 

To begin with, I’m a bachelor and an in- 
terior decorator. I live in a one-room house. I 
sleep in it. I eat in it; and I entertain in it. 
Y built it during the war and it serves my 
every purpose. I don’t want a larger house 
because I don’t think I need one. I have all 
the space I can use. 

As for my clutter—well, I’m a collector, a 
strange collector, perhaps, by your standards, 
but a collector nevertheless.

My collections not only afford me_ visual 
pleasure, but in many cases the pleasure of 
putting rare old oddments to practical use.

s the new level of building costs will be with 

us for some time, we might as well face it. 

And that “some time” has no foreseeable 
‘limit. Possibly some reductions in cost will come from 
increased efficiency of labor and temporary surpluses of 
materials, but these will not fundamentally alter the 
situation. Prewar costs are definitely a matter of history, 
and we shall not see their like within any period ahead 
for which we can plan. 

Since waiting no longer promises a solution, the chal- 
lenge now is to seek adjustments in design and method 
of building that will permit us to go ahead within, and 
in spite of, the present cost situation. This is simply 
another way of saying that we must somehow find ways 
of lowering the cost of the finished house without 
depending upon a drastic change in the price of either 


materials or labor. And there are ways of doing this. 


COLEAN 


The first thing one thinks of—to cut down on room 
sizes—is the thing not to do. Space itself is not the 
expensive item in a house. We are often inclined to 
think so, however, because of the practice of roughly 
estimating cost on a square-foot basis. 

The mere cutting down of the size of the house by 
cramping interior arrangements does not reduce cost 
anywhere nearly proportionate to the amount of area 
saved. And the result will be a source of permanent 
discomfort. 

Leaving out rooms is a different matter, particularly 
if the arrangement of the plan is such as to allow their 
addition later. Using one ample room for more than one 
purpose, either temporarily or permanently, is another 
sound way of conserving area and cost. Let the living 
room accommodate the dining furniture. One large room 


will be pleasanter and less (Continued on page 110)

On the afternoon of the first re- 
hearsal I went with some trepida- 
tion to the Apollo Hall; the only 
persons besides myself 
were a man and one small boy. I 
soon smelled cigar smoke, and the 
conductor arose and said, “Gentle-

members, you will agree with me 
that we should throw away our 
cigars.’ I wanted very much to call 
out and tell them not to, but I 
kept still, and there was no more 
cigar smoke. At the next week’s re- 
hearsal there were twenty or thirty 
ladies, and at the third at least one 
or two hundred.” 


From Music Comes to America, 
by David Ewen: “In 1848 the Ger- 
mania Orchestra of twenty-four 
musicians arrived for an extensive 
tour—as was customary with most 
orchestras at the time, the Ger- 
mania featured good music with 
bad, popular with serious, pro- 
found with the sensational. It in- 
jected a popular note with waltzes, 
polkas, and quadrilles, but it also 
performed the symphonies of 
Haydn, Mozart, and Beethoven.” 


From a letter of Jenny Lind’s 
to her parents, 1850: “I was met 
with an astonishing reception. I 
have already six concerts

But with the latter difficulty we are 
now having to contend, as regards 
a minority of our audience. Due al- 
lowance, of course, must be made, 
and is cheerfully made, for youth 
and vivacity; for the long period 
of attention required; for the ex- 
citing attraction of so many ele- 
ments of beauty and attractiveness, 
But the interests of Art are posi- 
tive and insisting as to the degree 
of order and attention required. We 
must, necessarily, insist upon musi- 
cal good manners. The inattention 
and heedless talking and disturb- 
ance of but a limited number of 
our audience are proving a serious 
annoyance at our Philharmonic per- 
formances.

(French Rum Cakes) give you a 
delectable dessert fine enough to 
climax the finest dinner, right out 
of the can.

Our usual double-hung windows 
can be only half opened. Our usual 
Venetian blinds keep out some of 
the sun, but do not prevent heating 
the glass surface of the window. 
Our shutters keep out the breeze. 
Brazilian architects, with their ex- 
ternal sunbreaks, have made a defi- 
nite contribution in the solution of 
these problems. They use louvers 
—sometimes in banks—which can 
be turned without effort by a crank 
inside, so as to admit plenty of air 
and yet keep out direct sunlight 
and minimize glare. In a modest 
residence they may use, at eye level, 
horizontally sliding steel sash with 
interchangeable panels of glass and 
shutter.

\verybody knows that a sunny win-

earchers think so. Solar heat is 
till under study because it might 
e used to heat a house in winter 
nd even to cool it in summer. The 
asic problems are, first, how to 
atch the heat, then how to circu- 
ate it, and, last, how to store it. 
Here’s how they are working at 
t now. Instead of a sunny window, 
hey are using a shallow box cov-

red with glass plates that overlap 
n shingle fashion. The bottom por- 
ions of the glass “shingles” *are 
ainted black. When the sun’s rays 
it the glass, the blackened portion 
bsorbs the heat. Air is circulated 
hrough the shallow box, and, as it 
asses the blackened portion of 
he “shingles,” it takes out the 
yarmth stored there. The warm air 
ould conceivably be circulated, if 
t were available in sufficient quan- 
ities, to heat the house during the 
ay. 

But what happens in the solar 
jouse at night, after the sun goes 
lown? One answer: Use an auxil- 
ary heater. A better answer: Fig- 
ire out a way to store extra sun- 
eat during daylight hours for use 
tt night. Such storage might be 
ccomplished with a heat-exchang. 


er (warm air heats a tank of water 
which holds the heat in storage). 
But there are other problems, too. 
If the glass “shingles” were used as 
a roof, with air circulating beneath, 
what about glass breakage? 
Another possible use for solar 
heat is this: Can it be adapted to 
refrigeration and air cooling? Heat!

Allow sweetbreads to stand in 
cold water about 1 hour. Drain.

Add chicken and sweet- 
breads and cook about 5 minutes 
longer. Don’t allow to boil. This 
dish is much improved when made 
at least six hours ahead of serving 
time, so flavors get a chance to 
blend. It can be made the day be- 
fore. Serve on toast points. Serves 8. 


Golden Potato Balls 

Wash and peel 10 to 12 large 
potatoes. Rinse again. Dry with 
paper towels. Cut into balls with 
melon scoop. Allow 6 to 8 balls per 
person. Put just enough potato 
balls in basket to cover bottom.

(Fat should be about 380°-390° F.

space. If the rooms are few but) 
ample in size, the interior arrange- 
ment is likely to be simple and| 
straightforward with a minimum of 
breaks and corners and fussy 
places that waste a workman’s 
time. If the rooms can be combined 
within a simple rectangle or L) 
shape, so much the better, for the 
fewer breaks and corners, the more 
economical the construction. 


HE simple form, unadorned, | 

will be the keynote of the next 
years’ houses. An architect may 
still ameliorate a dull design with 
shrubbery but he will have little 
scope for cartouches, molded trim, 
panels, and clever oddments. If he 
can’t get his effect with plain sur- 
faces, clean lines, good propor- 
tions, and color, he is likely to be- 
come an architect with very little 
to do. The situation will not allow 
room for frills. Simplicity, if not 
a matter of taste, will be one of 
economic compulsion. 

Space arrangements should be 
not only simple but, in addition, 
scientifically dimensioned. A few 
inches in the width of a room may 
make little difference in its com- 
fort, but it may make an important 
difference in the cost of framing. 
Framing lumber, for instance, 
comes in lengths of two feet varia- 
tion. If the plan permits their use 
without cutting or provides that the 
cut pieces can be used elsewhere 
in the structure, a cost advantage 
has been gained. 

After years of study and reor- 
ganization of production facilities, 
many materials manufacturers have 
redimensioned their materials so 
that they will fit together without 
cutting and patching. These so- 







called “modular” products are now | 
on the market in brick, tile, cement 
block, wall board, insulating ma- 
terials, and wood and metal doors | 
and The use of these 
products will save labor, and hence 


save cost. Be sure your architect | 
knows about them and lays out his | 


windows. 


| 
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plan so they may be properly used, 

Other ways of using materials can 
save cost. The fewer the variations 
in the length of framing lumber, 
the less the variety in door and 
window sizes, the less the variety 
of material, and consequently the 
fewer the number of trades that 
must be brought to the job, the 
better the ultimate cost. 

For instance, the tile in a single 
bathroom or the linoleum or as- 
phalt tile in a simple kitchen, will 
neither one provide a day’s work. 
Yet in both cases you will pay for 
at least that. If you can accept the 
same material in both places, your 
forebearance will yield you a profit. 


N TODAY’S market, it is unwise 
to be rigid in your materials re- 
quirements. If plastering 
excessively costly, use wallpaper 


directly on wallboard, or plywood 


proves 


in its natural finish or painted. If 
oak flooring comes high, use linole- 
um or any of a variety of synthetic 
tiles. Ceiling framing or interior 
brick walls if carefully done may 
be left exposed to good effect. 

-_ Here then is the formula for 
living with today’s costs:

still stand out. They appear far 
darker, almost a black-green. This 
darkness is due to the fact that 
the coniferous evergreen foliage 
absorbs a great deal of light, where- 
as broadleaf evergreen or decid- 
uous foliage has a higher light 
reflectivity. Consequently, regard- 
less of the leaf color, the conifers 
always look darker. They are 
needed for the strong dark note 
in the garden scene, but you'll have 
a funereal effect if you use too 
many of them. Perhaps your gar- 
den is too somber and needs to be 
enlivened by eliminating some 
of the conifers. 


F YOU stop to look closely at 
eee evergreens you will find 
that the dark foliage mass is made 
up always of a pattern of lines. 
These lines are sometimes long and 
strong and sharply etched, as in 
the case of long-needled pines. 
Contrasted with this, the lines of 
the foliage of many of the junipers 
and chamaecyparis (retinosporas) 
are short and fine, making a much 
softer effect. 

However, almost all these needle- 
leaf evergreens have a dull indi- 
vidual leaf surface, and from a 
little distance the strongly light 
absorbent masses of the needles

Whereas, if you mass a very small 
broadleaf evergreen against an 
evergreen conifer, there is too 
much similarity and both lose by 
comparison. The small broadleaf 
evergreen takes on the aspect of 
line, and the effectiveness of the 
line texture of the conifer is weak- 
ened by its closeness to the small 
plane. Consequently, work out your 
sequence with the large leaved 
broadleaf evergreen next to a coni- 
fer. Try this out. It may surprise 
‘you to find how effective the ap- 
plication of this rule is.

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in winter contribute considerably 
more than herbaceous plants which 
die right down to the ground. 
Deciduous shrubs are especially 
useful as a direct background for 
the herbaceous plants or as a note 
of accent rising up through a bank 
of broadleaf evergreen foliage. De- 
ciduous shrubs are frequently re- 
ferred to “flowering shrubs” 
because they are grown principally 
for their showy masses of blossoms. 
A single deciduous tree, too, may 
be the dominant note in your gar- 
den, with the line pattern of its 


branches forming the keynote of 


as 


the design. 

The simple classification of plant 
material just described is a great 
help to the garden designer, but 
there is also another vital factor 
which must always be considered. 
To think of plant material just as 
so many examples of line pattern, 
sequence of texture, color, and 
form is to forget the most vital 
part of garden design. 

Always remember that it is essen- 
tial to treat plant materials as liv- 
ing, growing individuals. It is a 
matter of common observation that 
some plants naturally grow in 
shade, while others are found in 
full sun; that some grow under bog 
conditions, while others prefer a 
hot, dry bank. 


LL plants growing together un- 

der similar climatic and cul- 
tural conditions will be found to 
have certain characteristics in com- 
mon. In order to make the best 
use of plant material in the garden, 
it should be placed so that there 
is a relationship of these naturalis- 
tic characteristics. And the longer 
you work with plants the more you 
will find that if your design is cor- 
rect the plants will grow well to- 
gether and vice-versa. Therefore, a 
study of plant ecology, that is, a 
study of plants in relation to their 
environment, is most important to 
the artist-gardener. 

Grouping plants according to 
naturalistic character also helps in 
giving you a basically sound color 
scheme. Desert foliages are char- 
acteristically a woolly gray-green— 
sagebrush, for example. 

Lavender is a good garden plant 
that also falls in the same category. 
By grouping gray-green foliaged 


plants together it is simple to give 


them all the right cultural condi- 


| tions. If you group plants in such 


a way that those of similar cultural 


requirements are kept together it | 


will not only simplify the design of 
your garden but also magically re- 
duce the work of upkeep.

ing regular spinach during the 
summer, try New Zealand spinach. 
The iips can be picked continually, | 
and a short row will furnish plenty | 
to eat and freeze as well. One seed 
catalog gives the following cultural 
hints: As the seed coats are very 
hard, better growth is secured by 
soaking the seed for 24 hours in 


warm water before sowing. 


Even in the South, I learn, New 
Zealand spinach is beginning to 
replace the traditional turnip 
greens, especially for harvesting in 
the summer when turnip greens do 
poorly in the heat. 

Of turnip greens varieties in the 
South, Tender Greens has become 
very popular because it matures 
quickly—21 to 25 days from seed, 
depending on how favorable the 
weather is when the seed is sown. 
It is drought-resistant to a remark- 
able degree, and also withstands 
sudden cold spells, which hardly 
seems possible from its tender ap- 
pearance and delicate flavor. Gar- 
deners in other parts of the coun- 
try might profit from sowing Ten- 
der Greens for a very early crop 
of greens. 


Woo many good gardeners get into 
a rut by planting the same varie- 
ties year after year. The hybrid- 
izers have done a stupendous job 
on many vegetables and fruits, not 
only in improving their quality, but 
in extending their season of yield. 








Corn is an outstanding example. 
For by planting Spancross, Mar- 
cross, Carmel Cross, Golden Cross 
Bantam, and Purple Cross, you 
will have corn from August until 
the middle of October. This is a 
great help whether you freeze or 
can, for instead of being 
whelmed with bushels of corn, you 
can process each variety as it comes 
along over a period of six weeks.

Whether freezing or canning, we 
follow meticulously directions given 
in the bulletins unless the result 
we get does not satisfy us. This 
was the case with corn. For the 
table it is picked just before din- 
ner and plunged into rapidly boil- 
ing water for three minutes. We do 
exactly the same for frozen corn, 
for if it is boiled the length of 
time usually specified, the result, 
aiter it is reheated for table use, 
is a mushy over-cooked product. 
When serving corn on the cob we 
let it thaw almost completely and 
then put it into hot water only 
long enough to heat it through.

As I look down on this little town garden ‘from my _ second-floor 
vorkroom window on a rainy November day, I feel some encourage- 
nent. The garden has design—not smooth, modern Church design, but 
long traditional lines to fit our tall gray Victorian house. 

It most surely has winter interest in rhododendrons, drooping leu- 
othoe, Japanese holly, and box, among broadleaf evergreens; in hem- 
ocks and Japanese yew, among needle evergreens.

| you're sojourning in Miami this winter, don’t miss 
a trip to the Florida Keys. Try the 160-mile overseas 
highway, U. S. Route 1, to Key West. The bus does it in 
four hours, but in your own car, the distance may be 
covered in three hours or so. Or, it is fifty minutes flying

time from the Miami Airport. Winging it down the tip 
of Florida, the Gulf of Mexico is on your right, its waters 
a pale green; and below, on your left, you can actually 
see the indigo-blue Gulf Stream for what it is—‘‘a river 
in the ocean”—just beginning its long journey up and 
across the Atlantic to be the heating system of north- 
western Europe. This brief but dramatic flight costs $7.85, 
including tax. 

If you arrive in Key West in your car and get the urge 
to see Havana, only 90 miles away, drive aboard the 
S. S. “Carib,” an ocean ferry with a capacity for 250 
automobiles and 900 passengers. No passport visa is re- 
quired, and the fare is a little under $15. 


Quebee in Ten Days 

For those who like history and a dash of snow on 
their vacations, the New Haven Railroad offers several all- 
expense winter tours to the north country lasting from 
three to ten days. If you like to be relieved of all travel 
responsibilities, sign up for the ten-day trip to Quebec, 
including hotel reservations, amusements, and excursions 
to nearby points worth seeing. Before you go, immerse 
yourself in local color by reading Willa Cather’s great 
novel, Shadows on the Rock. It is a story about the early 
Colonial days when Frontenac was governor. The char- 
acters have gone, but the old-world atmosphere they 
created lives on; many of the Norman Gothic buildings 
they fashioned out of the stone are still standing and may be 
easily identified. There is an inexpensive reprint of the 
book put out by the Modern Library. Buy a copy to read 
on the train. From New York the cost for the ten days 
is around $150. For details of this or other all-expense 
tours to Monireal and Quebec see your local travel 


agent. 


Fly in Your Sleep 

Overnight airplane flights, non-stop and with sleeping 
accommodations, practically cover the globe. And since 
planes fly above the weather, any season is seasonable 
travel time. Only 18 years ago the air trip to Buenos 
Aires required ten days of hazardous flight. Today Pan

A New Concept 


Much lip service has been given to the idea of 





bringing the outdoors inside via walls of glass, thus 
making Nature as much a part of our furnishings as 
our chairs and tables. As our homes shrink in size, 
due to mounting costs, this very pleasant idea seems 
even more appealing. 

But hardly anyone has faced up to the plain fact 
that the average city lot, as it is now conceived and 
used, is not worth bringing in as a constant companion 
at our fireside. And that little matter of privacy (from 
street and neighbors) has cried out to be solved. 

This house shows how we may bring the outdoors in 
without sacrificing our privacy, while gaining a house 
that is greatly enlarged optically. Key to everything is 
the way the house wraps around a court, a garden 
room, a patio—call it what you will — automatically 
hiding it from street and neighbors. To this court all 
major rooms are oriented via glass walls and doors. 


The court—half garden, half room—is the key to 


many problems. Watch it as you visit this house.

The Garden Room 


— answer to many problems 


The court, snug and private within the heart of a 
house, is not a new idea. It is found in many countries, 
in a variety of climates, but never in the United States. 

Yet the court offers us many things — now that our 
national love of the sun is causing us to use more and 
more glass in our houses. 

For, if we turn our back to the street and the neigh- 
bors, figuratively speaking, and turn our face inward 
to a private garden space, we can design with glass 
with no limitations. Automatically, that garden court 
becomes another room in the house. But it can also 
become a sunpocket or a windbreak or both — as it is 
in this house. It has been proved that if you have an 
outdoor place that can be quickly and easily manipu- 
lated so you may control both sun and wind simul- 
taneously, you can add another two months of outdoor 
living to those you already have. It can let you be 
outdoors when your neighbors are driven indoors 
because they are too hot or too cold. 





This fact is so little known, but so far-reaching, that 
it takes time to grasp it. As we take you through this 
house we will try to explain what outdoor weather 
control can mean to homeowners in all climates.

Me Facts About This 
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Modern Ranch House 


This house was designed and built for an unknown 
buyer, which is to say that it was built speculatively. It 
was designed by Cliff May during the war, and started 
shortly afterward, which made it necessary due to mate- 


rial shortages to leave out or change certain things. 


Built on slightly more than half an acre in Los Angeles, 
California, the house contains 4,000 square feet of en- 
closed area, which excludes garage, porches, patios, and 
similar semi-enclosed spaces. Costs for building now range 
roughly from $10 to $15 a square foot, depending on 
how much equipment is used and the geographical loca- 
tion of the house. Cost of other areas, such as porches, 


patios, garages, etc., are usually figured at half the cost 


of enclosed areas. This house has 1,570 square feet of 
such space. If you know prevalent costs in your city, you 
can arrive at how much this house would cost you. 

The house was decorated by the editorial staff of 
House Beautirut. It was on exhibition to the public during 
the months of October and November. 


A fine group of professional people collaborated with 
Mr. May and House BeautiruL, and their contributions 
were important in making the house a ''pace-setter.'’ The 
landscape and site planning was done by Douglas Baylis. 
All plant materials were selected and installed by Sydney 
Nickerson and Kaspar Burgi of Eastgate Select Nurseries

The 
Wind Shutters 


In the past, houses have been designed so that 
you were forced to be either indoors or outdoors 
and that was that! No consideration was given to 
the fact that there are a great many days in the 
year and many precious hours in other days when 
you could find a lot of pleasure in living half-out- 
of-doors. You must be well aware how the wind 
from an electric fan cools you off. But you use a 


fan only when you want to be cooled off. But how 





about those sunny fall and spring days when, if 
only you could get out of the wind and still stay 
outdoors in the sun, you could be warm? De- 
signer Cliff May conceived the garden room as 
just such an in-between room and solved the prob- 
lem of wind control by use of the shutter princi- 
ple, one of our earliest architectural devices. Built 


of large, top-hinged panels, the shutters, when

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The Sky Shade 


Here is a pace-setting roof that works two ways—to let in the out- 
doors or to keep it out. If the sun is too hot, draw the shade. If night 
air is too chilly, close it out. Constructed of mildew-proof canvas hung 
on piano wire guides, the shade is easily moved to a variety of positions. 
It is not airtight, but this is an in-between room. For complete weather 
shelter you go into the house proper. But you would be surprised at 
how many extra hours of comfort the sky shade affords. Shade is built 
in three sections, each one operating independently so that a variety of 
opening sizes may be obtained. Photograph at right shows effect of 
partial screening with sunlight filtering through between openings in 
shades. When shades are pulled at night, the soft folds catch and bounce 
the inside light and give a variety of interesting shadows to liven the 
appearance of the rooms. Top photograph shows shade pulled back dur- 


ing the day to allow garden rooms to store up sun for added warmth.

As everyone knows, or should know, you 
have to have a starting point for color when 
you begin to decorate a house. You can't 
develop a color scheme without some kind 
of plan, even though you change it many 
times. 

Almost the easiest way to arrive at a color 
scheme is to pick a patterned fabric and 
then try to find plain fabrics and stripes that 
match one or several of the colors in the 
pattern. If you start with plain colors and 
try to find a pattern to go with them, things 
are much harder and you are less likely to 
be successful. 

So when House Beautirut started to deco- 
rate the Pace-Setter House—even before we 
talked to the painter about paint colors— 
we had to shop for fabrics. 

Assembling the fabrics for a whole house 
usually takes days of leg-work, as any con- 
scientious decorator—professional or ama- 
teur—knows. For the variety of fabrics avail- 
able in stores and cut-order houses is so 
tremendous that it takes dozens of man- 
hours to explore the possibilities, to match 
colors, contrast textures, and to come to a 
final, perfect solution. In short, it usually 
means walking your legs off. 

But with the Pace-Setter House it was dif- 
ferent. For, in one place, between 2 P.M. and 
4 P.M., we were able to choose 24 separate 
fabrics—enough for the whole house, except 
for three upholsteries. 

We were able to do this surprising thing 
because there is now a fabric company that 
makes a delectable, color-coordinated group 
of home fabrics so extensive that they range 


from sheers and taffetas to heavy, nubby 


textures. This family of creative home fab- 
rics includes 8 basic types of goods in 105 
colors, with 24 patterns in 94 color ways. 

Most important of all, this family of fab- 
rics was color-styled in such a way that all 
105 colors seemed "'to go with'' each other. 
This seemed like a mysterious and surpris- 
ing thing, for so many colors don't mix so 
ecsily. But that was what we were looking 
for. Because, didn't we have a "glass house,’ 
where you could look out of any room, 
across an exterior patio into several other 
rooms? And didn't we have the problem of 
color piling up against other color? And 
weren't the second colors seen against still 
different color? So it was appallingly clear 
that, unless we used one color everywhere, 
which would be the dull way out, we were 
going to need some magical color coordi- 
nating. And here, it seemed, we had the 
magic. 

For in.the color palette of this fabric 
family was a new phenomenon—of which 
more in a second. Not only were they fine, 
fashionable colors, but there wasn't a clash 
anywhere, no matter how you grouped them. 
So we were able to choose quickly, out of 
the hundreds of combinations possible, the 
24 we needed with the right variety of pat- 
tern and plain, texture and sheerness. 

Then we turned our fabric schemes over 
to William Manker, the well-known color 
stylist of Padua Hills, to use as a spring- 
board in working out the paint colors, in- 
side and outside. He used them to develop 
the most exciting painting scheme that we 
have ever seen in a house, about which you

If you have always lived in an old structure 
(or a badly-built new one), you will probably 
find it hard to believe this house would work 
for you. We realize that, if you have never 
personally experienced the snugness of a 
warm, tight, but lavishly-glazed house on a 
windy, snowy night, our statement may put 


a strain on your credulity. But it will work! 


For modern materials, properly used, can lick 
winds, snow, and cold. Your suspicions don't 


make it any less true. We know what we are 


talking about, for our editor has lived for 
seven years in a ‘glass house’’ on an exposed 
hill in the latitude of New York. So have 
hundreds of other families as far north as 
Massachusetts. Certain minor changes would 
have to be made in the Pace-Setter's speci- 
fications and design, of course, which we list 
here.

Once upon a time (and not so long ago, 
either), it was the fashion to build your 
house with the most impressing, imposing 
fagade that you and your architect could 
dream up. The object was to impress the 
world with your wealth, your ancestry, your 
social leadership, and your taste for his- 
torical antiquity. We designed with two- 
story columns, pilasters, porticos, porte- 
cocheres and such tricks to make a house 
as imposing as a bank. In ihose days, it 
was also the fashion for our friends to 
go driving— in their carriages or automo- 
biles—to look, admire, and speculate how 
much money was really represented by 
these imposing fagades. 

But after several generations of this 
kind of home building it began to dawn on 
the more critical that our impressive, osten- 
tatious fagades were really a snare and 
a delusion, and absolutely no guarantee 
of good living for the occupants inside. 
it also began to seem that the money spent 
on fancy fagades might better be put into 
interior benefits—better heating, insulat- 


ing, kitchens, closets, lighting, laundries, etc. 


Gerden wall permits use of large bedroom windows, 
so garden can be enjoyed from indoors day and night. 


And so was born the beginning of a new 
attitude about what a house ought to do 
for its owners. We began to think it mat- 
tered more to make our houses good for 
us to live in, rather than look imposing for 
others. 

This change in values has produced other 
changes.

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Kitchen is planned with a sure knowledge of the work that must go on 
there, and of the sequence of the various operations. Advantage also is 
taken of all the mechanical devices engineering know-how has developed 
to lighten housework. The double sink, located midway between refrigerator 
and range is equipped with electric dishwasher and garbage grinder. 


When dishes cre ready for washing, they are scraped into garbage grinder, 
then loaded into electric dishwasher with a detergent. Then a flick of 
one switch and the dishes are pre-rinsed, washed, double-rinsed. Finally 
the lid is raised automatically so that dishes quickly air-dry in their 
own heat, are ready to put away. It's quick, sanitary, temper-saving. 


Refrigerator is built into its own little niche, saving space and clean- 
ing by ‘being flush with walls. The often-wasted area above it is sal- 
vaged for the storing of crackers and cereals and such things which must 
be kept crisp. Heat, rising from the refrigerator motor and passing out of 
the house through a duct, keeps all dampness and moisture safely away. 


Generous can closet makes it possible to keep on hand quantities of sup- 
plies, thus cutting down frequency of trips to market. Passageway (right) 
to walk-in freezer room is lined with adjustable shelves, (on both sides), 
mounted on metal strips like those in the public library, so heights 
can be adjusted to fit the stored product exactly, wasting no space.

olcanic mountains rising in blue and purple cones against 

the sky, romantic ruins of once splendid churches and pal- 
aces, fountained patios and lush foliage, and a climate as cor- 
dial as the people. This is Guatemala. 

But it is so much more. It is a place where you, still in high 
gear from the machine-made civilization you have just left 
behind, can discover the significance of skillful human hands. 
For Guatemala is a land whose people live by the deftness of 
their own two hands, weaving and knitting their fabrics, carv- 
ing their woods, molding their pottery with patient fingers. 
And you will sense everywhere, as you watch these people at 
their looms and potters’ wheels, that subtle element of individ- 
uality that belongs only to objects created by the artist himself. 

Carry back a length of gossamer-sheer cotton or a multi- 
striped cloth of wool, and you have far more than the makings 
of a tea cloth or a bright throw for the terrace lounge. You 
have a symbol of the land itself, and a constant reminder of 
the dignity of the handmade. 

Such things are useful, inexpensive, easy to transport, and 
because they reflect that unerring sense of good design that 
seems to be an endowment of peoples close to the earth, they 
will be souvenirs worth the trip you have made for them. 

It is the Indians—and Guatemala’s population is about 60 
per cent Indian—who are responsible for the exquisite Guate- 
malan crafts, the most popular of which are the woven and 
knitted textiles. Every village has its own patterns and colors 
and symbolic designs, so before you purchase material it is wise 
to study the different kinds of patterns and make sure which 
appeals to you most. Find out which are woven on a hand loom 
(usually by women) and which on a foot loom (usually by 


men). A hand-woven textile, dyed (Continued on page 128)

Waste timber can be processed 
into high-quality hardwood floor, 

Such waste timber is usually cut 
out of the woodlands, used for 
cordwood, because it gets in the 
way of growth of the larger, more 
valuable trees. The Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory of the U.S. De- 





partment of Agriculture has 
thought that one over and come up 
with a method of using such cull 
timber to make flooring. 

Cull timber is first cut into strips, 
then sorted into three grades. The 
best strips are used for the top 
ply, the second-best for the bot- 
tom ply, the least desirable for 
the center ply. Flooring is made 
in a continuous machine set-up, 
with strips fed into one end, glued, 
and flooring coming out the other. 

The flooring has some interest- 
ing advantages. [t comes in 12-inch 
widths and, hence, is laid more 
quickly than conventional strip 
flooring. It is cross-laminated; that 
is, the grain of the center ply runs 
at right angles to the grain of the 
top and bottom plies, and, there- 
fore, it won’t warp, shrink, or 
swell. It doesn’t squeak and is said 
to require no subfloor.

If you would like to understand 
how so many fabric colors could 
be “combinable,” we’ll explain. 

Color is a sensation which you 
experience through the eye, just as 
you experience music through the 
ear. Colors are like notes of music; 
they can be composed together 
beautifully or scrambled together 
discordantly. Here is the secret to 
why the Pace-Setter fabrics made 
infallibly harmonious compositions. 

There are only three things you 
can do with color: You have to 
start with the primary colors—red, 
yellow, and blue—and all the varia- 
tions between them, which we call 
hues. 

1. By adding white to any hue, 
you can make it lighter. 

2. By adding black to any hue, 
you can make it darker. 

3. By adding any combination 
of white and black (which is gray) 
you can make it grayer. 

When any two or more hues re- 
ceive the same proportion of white 
or black or gray, those resulting 
colors are pleasing together.

from secret formulas using plants, 
tree barks, insects and mollusks, 
may have taken months to complete, 
but it will-last for years, and the 
more frequently it is washed the 
softer and more subtle the colors 
will become. And if you know the 
symbolism—red for life, blue for 
nobility, yellow for sorrow, and 
green for eternal life—your cloth 
will mean more to you than merely 
a scarf or a belt. 

As with the textiles, various vil- 
lages make various pottery objects. 
Chinautla is famous for its water 
jugs, Momostenango and San Pedro 
Carcha for red clay vessels used 
to distill native liquors, and some 
of these, filled with sand to give 
them stability, may be converted 
into lamp bases. Solala and Antigua 
specialize in quaint little incense 
burners, those from Antigua decor- 
ated with doves, which are delight- 
ful containers for flowers. Totoni- 
capan makes highly glazed candle- 
sticks, toys, and all sorts of jugs 
and pitchers. You can probably 
find specimens of all these in the 
big market place in Guatemala 
City. But it is more fun to select 
what you want in the village where 
it is made. Let pottery stand filled 
with water for 24 hours before 
transporting it. This makes it less 
breakable. It’s a good idea to carry 
it home with you in one of the 
native string bags. 


T requires more hunting to find 

really good guacals and jicaras 
which are made from gourds. Those 
from colonial times are often etched 
and stained, frequently with white 
designs in high or low relief on a 
black background, and mounted 
on silver brims and legs. There are 
also brown or yellow painted gourds 
which are sometimes very old and 
are used by Indian market women. 
The common calabash is never 
painted. These are merely gourds 
cut in half and are used as con- 
tainers and measures in the market 
and as dippers and bowls in the 
homes, and are thrown away when 
cracked or stained. Pack one with 
your purchases, and when you get 
home you will have an unusual 
fruit container for your Thanks- 
giving table or a bowl for flowers. 

Baskets woven of wicker, rush, 
or reed are used for everything in 
Guatemala—as shopping bags, baby 
cribs, work boxes. Indians pick 
coffee berries in them and carry 
vegetables to market in them. There 
are many types and sizes and styles. 
Villages such as Parramos, Itzapa, 


_ ular 


and San Martin Jilotepeque spe- 
cialize in certain forms and take 
pride in excellent workmanship. A 
basket without handles is always 
referred ito) as shes? “He isi 
canasto. If it has a handle, no 
matter what its decoration or shape, 
it is a “she” or a canasta. 

Rushes and reeds are also used 
in weaving mats. A thick mat—a 
petate—can be woven to any meas- 
ure. It is just the thing on a tile 
floor, whether that floor is in a 
Guatemalan patio or in a sun room 
in the United States. You can find 
or order them square or oblong for 
lawn or beach umbrellas. A half 
dozen petates about a yard square 
are practical to keep on the porch 
and to throw on the grass when 
you want to take a sun bath. 

Of course, there are all kinds 
of bags and hammocks made from 
fibers of native plants. These fibers 
may be so fine that they can be 
finger-woven or knit with steel or 
weoden needles. 


very visitor to the country goes to 

Guatemala City, which is the 
capital 5,000 feet above sea level 
and in which may be seen the 
products from all over the country. 
The main streets of the city are 
wide avenues with modern stores 
and handsome new public build-) 
ings. The large hotels are fitted| 
with modern plumbing and all con-| 
veniences. The San Carlos Gran 
uses native textiles, woods, tiles 
and relics from the Spanish era 
with skill and good taste. This lux- 
ury hotel charges $6 a day Ameri- 
can plan for a single room without 
bath to $18 a day for a suite.

Why don’t we do more singing? 
Why don’t we sing good songs and 
teach them to our children? Per- 
haps the answer can be found in 
the very fact that we hear so much 
music so well performed, Good 
music is more easily available to- 
day than it ever was before. In 
some ten million American homes 
you need only put a black disc on a 
turntable in order to have Horo- 
witz or Marian Anderson perform. 
Professional music-making is all 
around us. We have acquired a re- 
spect for and a knowledge of ex- 
pert performance. 

That is all to the good, of course, 
except that our contact with music 
well performed has made us im- 
patient with, or perhaps even con- 
temptuous of, our own amateur ef- 
forts. Homemade music is in dis- 
repute. The lady of the house has 
been discouraged from playing be- 
cause her technique is scanty. So 
she has given up altogether, instead 
of using what musical ability she 
has for the purposes it can serve. 
This is perhaps not altogether true, 
for there are plenty of pianos sold 
every day. Still, when it comes to 
singing in the home, many of us 
are a little embarrassed by it. And 
that’s a pity! 

What a wonderful pleasure, what 
simple and easy entertainment, sing- 
ing can be! And especially when a 
child takes part in it. Nowadays, 
when parents want to be on easy 
and friendly terms with their chil- 
dren, when the whole family are 
looking for things that they can do 
together, why shouldn’t we gather 
around the piano and try out a 
few of the old and really good 
songs?

ContTINUED From’ PRECEDING PAGE 
owned 22 caterpillar-track snow 
loaders, even then. Today a storm 
of the same size would take 500 
men and about 5 days at most to 
whip, according to John S. Flock- 
hart, supervising engineer of New- 
ark’s Bureau of Sanitation- 

The city of Newark has 150 snow 
plows and 68 open trucks, has or- 
dered 88 new heavy trucks with 
snowplows mounted on them. It 
has 18 mechanical snow loaders 
and has ordered 10 more of two 
types: escalator type, with a moy- 
ing belt that carries snow right to 
a truck parked under it, and centrif- 
ugal or rotary type that blows the 
snow as far as 150 feet or into a 
chute from loader to truck. It can 
blow snow from parkways along 
rivers right into the river on one 
side. Both types can load about 10 
cubic yards of snow in 2 minutes. 
Newark also has 8 tractor snow- 
plows, 14 salt spreaders, and 95 
refuse collecting trucks capable of 
hauling snow. 

The new equipment ordered for 
1948 represents an expenditure of 
$188,000 for strictly snow removal 
equipment, not counting trucks ca- 
pable of being used for snow and 
other purposes, too. Since the life 
of this machinery is from 20 to 25 
years, this sum represents only 
about $7,500 to $9,400 a year, a 
small budget item to give such 
large return in speedy, efficient and 
safe handling of many years’ snow- 
storms. 

Newark is a city of about 500,000 
population, closely built, and lying 
in the second most severe section 
of the country’s snow belt. There 
are some 80 cities in the snow belt 
with an average snowfall of be- 
tween 30 and 40 inches a year. Yet 
the equipment with which these 
cities are prepared for snow varies 
without much regard for the sever- 
ity of their storms. 


N THE extreme northern states, 

where heavy snow stays on the 
ground until spring and the tem- 
perature seldom is above freezing, 
the chief problem is finding space 
for the snow that is removed from 
city streets and highways with 
snowplows. 

A little farther south, where the 
snow is equally heavy but there 
generally are several thaws during 
main 


the .winter, there are two 


problems: keeping gutters and 
catch basins open so melting snow 
can flow away, and sanding icy 
pavements. 

In the southern part of the snow 
belt, which has much less snow and 


fairly frequent thaws, the principal

problem is elimination of slippery 
pavements caused by frequent 
freezes and thaws, by occasional 
rains and wet snows all season 
long. 

But within these regions—and 
you can locate your own city by the 
map on page 160—preparations for 
battling snowstorms are very dif- 
ferent. Chicago, for example, with 
an average annual snowfall of 33.3 
inches and 3,305 miles of improved 
streets, has 125 snowplows plus 3 
loaders just ordered this year. New 
York City, with an average snow- 
fall of 31.2 inches a year and 3,700 
miles of improved streets, has 1,943 
plows, 178 loaders. Chicago spent 
$127,667 for snow removal during 
1946-47, while New York 
$2,887,977. 

Philadelphia, Detroit, Baltimore, 
Boston, and Milwaukee all outspent 
Chicago, as was pointed out by 
Harold Smith, writing in the Chi- 
cago Tribune last August. Mr.

Sand boxes are placed at the foot 
of hills and at intersections, usual- 
ly at stoplights, so dangerous icy 
conditions can be eliminated. 

Now all of this has to be done 
instantly—practically at the drop 
of a hat—so it is essential that 
planning be done in advance. Most 
cities designate the Department of 
Sanitation or Street Cleaning as 
the

In Newark, between $60,000 and 
$75,000 is appropriated in the 
spring of the year to pay for certain 
fixed things like rock salt, sand, 
charges for mounting plows on city 
trucks and time taken for mounting 
plows on contractors’ trucks which 
will be hired to assist the city when 
snowstorms come. It takes half a 
day to attach the mountings, after 
which it is only a matter of a few 
minutes to put the blades in place. 


Most large cities make contracts in 


advance with private firms for use 
of their trucks for plowing and 
hauling, in addition to the city’s 
own. 


LANS must be drawn for the hir- 
Pi of emergency crews to work 
through the night in the event of 
a heavy, lengthy storm. Twenty 
years ago the recruiting places for 
snow workers were the lodging 
houses of the unemployed. During 
the war, high school boys -often 
were pressed into service. Today 
these services won’t provide suffi- 
cient numbers, even though the 
demand for men has been cut to 
about a tenth of what it used to be. 
Without mechanical equipment to 
replace a large part of the man 
power, youre licked. 

The usual personnel used, when 
sufficient mechanical equipment is 
available, is that employed by the 
Sanitation Department, or bor- 
rowed from construction jobs which 
usually are suspended during snow- 
storms anyhow, plus a certain num- 
ber of employed men willing to 
work at night to earn extra money.

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Twenty years ago snow removal 
workers were paid 50 cents an 
hour; today they get $1 to $1.25 
an hour These “extra” men are 
limited because not many will work 
day and night, and some of those 
who would don’t have the necessary 
boots and heavy clothing. 

Not much training is required, 


except for supervisors. Truck driy- 


ers can operate snow plows after 
a short demonstration. Several 
cities, such as New York, hold brief 
sessions im the fall of the year to 
instruct men within the Department 
of Sanitation in the operation of 
snowplows and both escalator and 
rotary type loaders. New York oc- 
casionally sends some oi its equip- 
ment and personnel in October to 
Lake Placid, where snowfall is 
early. 

You can figure your personnel 
needs, roughly, by -estimating that 
each machine requires five men, 
must work on three shifts, there- 
fore require 15 men a day until 
the job is done. 


What You Can Do About 
Snow Removal 

If you are plagued with poor 
snow removal in your town right 
now, you'll have to grin and bear it 
for this year. With all the money 
in the world, you probably could 
not buy the machinery needed or 
do an efficient job without a prop- 
erly prepared plan. Orders for ma- 
chinery must be made and placed 
in spring or summer for delivery 
before Dec. 1. Many snow-fighting 
equipment manufacturers produce 
their machinery for a part of the 
year only, and first come first 
served, of course. 

Therefore, if you would be ready 
to dig yourself out promptly when 
the first snowstorm of 1948-49 
comes, here’s what you should do 
now. 

First, find out what your city has 
in the way of equipment, both spe- 
cial snow machinery and converti- 
ble trucks for snow loading. Many 
cities are using closed type refuse 
trucks today, which are excellent 
for garbage collection but unadapt- 
able to snow removal. There must 
be sufficient numbers of large, open 
trucks to carry away snow that is 
plowed and loaded mechanically. 
If you don’t know the name of your 
official in charge of snow removal, 
ask your Town Clerk. 

Second, make it a point to attend 
meetings of your City Council or 
Board of Commissioners, depend- 
ing on the type of municipal gov- 
ernment you have, when they are 
having public hearings on the 
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budget for the next year. Get re 
resentatives of the various civic 0 
ganizations in your town to go, 
voice of one who speaks for ma 
is always heard with more atte 
tion. Demand, at this meeting, th 
provision be made for up-to-da 
snow-removal machinery. Yo 
Sanitation Commissioner, whose 
sponsibility snow removal is, w 
be glad to have citizen backi 
Indeed, his requests for appropr 
tions will be largely determined 
how much public demand there 
for these services. 

Third, have as many civic 
women’s clubs as you can mus 
write to their elected officials poi 
ing out the need for modernizati 
of the city’s snow-fighting fore 
We don’t fully realize how m 
attention elected officials ‘pay 
such requests from  influen 
groups of constituents, 

Fourth, protest vocally and 
fectively now, while the snow 
falling, 1f conditions are not as 
should be. Do it with teleph 
calls and telegrams the day you 
held up by snow. Letters are 
slow, arriving when the bad co 
tions have been eased. 

Fifth, get your local newspa 
to crusade against inadequate s 
removal, pointing out that it is o 
in the snowless months anyth 
can be done to improve your 
One really good photograph o 
main street, deserted because 
snow drifts or laboring unde 
snow-caused traffic tie-up, will w 
wonders in loosening the p 
strings of an economy-minded 
legislature.

humus. The first year do not pull 
many stalks, but leave them to 
manufacture food for next season’s 
crop. Do not permit the stalks to 
go to seed. 

In addition to rhubarb, those liv- 
ing in the California zone can now 
set out plants of cabbages and their 
tribe, even eggplants, peppers, and 
tomatoes in the warmer sections. 
Seeds of most other vegetables can 
be planted, with the exception of 
beans, corn, and cucumbers. We 
find that dusting seeds with Sper- 
gon, Semesan, or some other fungi- 
cide affords protection from rot- 
ting when the seeds are planted in 
cold, damp soil. 


Why so many vegetable garden- 
ers omit an asparagus bed is diffi- 
cult to fathom. To be sure, a bed 
does require thorough and deep 
preparation, but two-year-old roots 
will yield a few luscious stalks the 
very next year and, with a mini- 
mum of care, will continue produc- 
ing for at least 20 years. 

If you are willing to wait three 
years for a crop you can grow as- 
paragus from seed. Some of the 
bright red berries self-sow every 
year in our garden and we have 
plenty of small plants to give away. 
They can be planted in a trench

We decided to plant Ajuga reptans over the bulbs that they set out 
in the foreground of the bed last fall. I can donate some plants of the 
straight type, but they are placing an order for some of the Atropur- 
purea variety. Its purple and coppery tones will blend nicely with the 
winter coloring of drooping leucothoe, that grows in front of the taller 
rhododendrons. 

The snow epimediums (E. macranthum niveum) will be transplanted 
from the main border, where these dainty plants are overrun by larger 
perennials. We will plant these back of the ajugas in company with 
Epimedium perralderianum, that has pale yellow flowers and bronze 
markings on the young leaves. 

All these plants will grow in the shaded sections of their rhododen- 


dron border, as well as in full sun.

One indoor window arrangement that is giving us much pleasure this 
winter is a “Train-Ett” for morning-glories to climb on. Designed as 
an outdoor sweet pea trellis, this attractive trellis of knotted soft green 
cord can be tacked over any window to support indoor vines. The 60 x 
72-inch size, doubled over, is a perfect fit for one of our large Victor- 
jan windows. 

A constant reminder of a bad decision in my garden is a screening 
row of arborvitae. They were “bargain” plants, when I bought them 
several years ago, and no amount of feeding, mulching, and corrective 
pruning has ever overcome their scrawniness. Some day I shall replace 
them with a fence, but in the meantime they serve to remind me that 
cheap plants, especially cheap evergreens, are a waste of money. 


Qne characteristic of Colorado forests that visitors from the East 
immediately notice is that there are few native deciduous trees. The 
timber trees are all evergreens. However, if you look farther you will 
notice that the families of deciduous eastern trees are represented in 
Zone 5 by low-growing shrubs. The short rigorous season of the 
mountains tends to dwarf all but the evergreens. 

Maples, birches, alders, wild cherries, dogwoods, mountain-ash, 
locusts, and willows of the East are all here, but as shrubs. Some tall 
native shrubs of the East are here found as low shrubs. Examples of 
these are the ninebark, sumac, honeysuckle, roses, and viburnums. 

Westerners are beginning to discover these fine natives and make 
use of them in their landscapes. They are even useful on city lots 








where they stay in scale better than many introduced plants. 


Because of their adaptability to the climate of the Gulf Strip, zinnias 
have been the subject of two summer demonstration plantings at 
the University of Florida. It is well known among seedsmen that 
zinnias are one of the three big sellers (the others are petunias and 
marigolds), and as a result there has been great progress in selective 
breeding in the genus Zinnia. 

The best zinnias reported in the trials were the Liliputs. Not only 
in these investigations, but in the gardens of most individuals, this is 
one of the best groups of annuals for cutting. There is an excellent 
range of clear colors, from frosty white to maroon black. The 
blossoms, consistently full-double, are borne profusely by sturdy, 
much-branched plants. 


Im a land where bigness is the general rule, gardeners realize the 
value of small dainty things also. One San Francisco landscape archi- 
tect called our attention to a ground cover of Vinca minor, which he 
considers more valuable than the commoner Vinca major, with big 
leaves and big flowers. Easterners naturally realize the value of Vinca 
minor. because this is the only hardy kind here, but still they are 
a bit envious of those who can grow the bigger, handsomer type. 

If you are setting out new plants of Vinca minor, invest in the 
white-flowered form and in some of the Bowles variety, with foliage 
extra broad and glossy, and flowers larger and bluer than the species.

whitish lumps that appear especial- 
ly on the leaves or in the crotches 
of the branches. This is a form of 
insect called the mealy bug. The 
trouble frequently accompanies 
this plant and is nothing to become 
alarmed over. It is easily controlled. 
Simply dip a wad of cotton into 
the recommended dilution of any 
good contact insecticide which 
you happen to have for garden use; 
sponge the leaves and stems where 
the white material appears, wiping 
off the bugs. The wiping action 
alone will destroy most of them. 
The insecticide will destroy young 
bugs which you overlooked. 

The second question people ask 
about is cracks in the stems. These 
are usually caused by canker dis- 
ease. Usually it occurs first near 
the surface of the soil. These areas 
of diseased tissue will spread and 
girdle a plant. Obviously, it is a 
serious trouble and can kill your 


plant. Once it starts, there is no 
good remedy, so you better discard 
an infected plant.

of its former size. Burn up the 
shearings.

Then plant the gardenia in the 
garden, first mixing with the soil 
at least one-third by volume of 
some acid organic matter, such as 
moist peat moss or acid oak leaf 
mold or woods soil. Then mulch 
the surface of the soil around the 
plant and once each month give it 
a sprinkling of shredded manure. 

In late summer, two weeks before 
cool nights arrive, and well before 
frost, take this the 
house. Allow it to establish itself 


in the new soil before taking it

indoors. As a final warning, enjoy 
your plant to the full while you

But too many 
people, it seems to us, are under the delusion that all a 
house needs to have style is a nice familiar label.

n many of our old houses throughout the country, and 

in many new designs on the architect’s drawing boards, 
the dining room is coming in for a great deal of recon- 
sideration.

So he read his paper in the solitary confinement of the living room and 


eventually, when the need for companionship overcame his natural inclina- 


tion to remain seated, he mushed kitchenward. But no matter 


where he stood he was inevitably in the way of the stove, and he never 


liked to talk standing up anyway, even about himself. 


So Mr. Webster went back to the living room and brooded over his 


definition. “Kitchen,” he wrote cheerlessly, “a place spe- 


cially set apart—”

Here are the facts—useful to homeowners, 


architects. contractors, and technical men 


D oes your water have a faint reddish tinge that stains 


the porcelain of your plumbing fixtures, makes red- 

brown smudges on the clothes you wash in it? 
“Just a little rust,” you say. But watch out! A “Tittle” 
rust may mean a lot of trouble. It may mean poor flow 


from faucets, a metallic taste, and ugly specks of sediment 


somewhere in your plumbing system. 

Corrosion isn’t a static thing. It keeps on and on. Tin 
leaks develop. Every week about 12,000 domestic hot wate 
tanks are discarded and replaced in the United States be 
cause they have rusted out. And new tanks of the samé 
material, used with the same water without any correctiv 
treatment, probably will do the same thing. 

If you have red water in your house, it pays to investi 
gate the cause. There are two main causes: corrosion an¢ 
dissolved iron sometimes present in water supplies take 
from wells. Both are objectionable, but corrosion is th 
harder to cure. 

You can tell if the redness comes from dissolved iron b 
making a simple “bottle test.” If your water looks clea 
but red stains appear anyway, fill a clean bottle with wat 
from your faucet before you go to bed at night; let i

here’s no cure-all for corrosion of water pipes 
| ieee tanks. Protecting them from rust and de- 
terioration caused by corrosive water means do- 
ing the following: 


1. Have your water analyzed by a chemist. 

Before you install your plumbing system, find out 
if you have the kind of water that corrodes metal. 
Only a qualified chemist or engineer can tell you. 


2. Match pipes to kind of water you have. 

Use the kind of piping and the kind of hot water 
tank that best resists the action of your particular 
water. It may mean costlier material, if your 
water is aggressive—but it’s worth it in post- 
ponement or replacement of pipes and _ tank. 


3. Select and buy only the best material for 
your water system. 


Choose tank and piping backed by reputable 
manufacturers who will guarantee it against de- 
fectiveness. Weak spots in the metal or its inner 
protective coating are invitations to corrosion. 


4. Don’t mix metals in your water system. 
Having fittings of a metal different from that of 
your hot water tank can cause electrolytic action 
that weakens one of the metals. Unless wisely 
chosen, it may be the tank that has to be re- 
placed instead of the connecting metal. 


5. Choose a large enough hot water tank and 
don’t overheat water. 


High temperatures increase the rate of corrosion. 
But here the homeowner is caught on the horns 
of a dilemma. For water must be at least 160° F. 
to have disinfecting capacity. Dishwashers and 
clothes washers need water this hot. Yet corro- 
ion is least at temperatures from 120° to 
140° F. You, the homeowner, must compromise 
between these conflicting temperatures. Of course, 
if your water is not aggressive, you have no 
problem. Have a big enough tank to give you 
the water you want. Don’t overheat it in order 
to make it go further by addition of cold water. 


G. Use devices for inhibiting corrosion as rec- 
ommended by experts. 


No device is a sure cure for corrosion already un- 
der way. But neutralizers, chemical feeders, etc., 
may solve your problems.

utomatic washing machines and dishwashers now 

rolling off assembly lines and into homes, bring 
with them the need for some serious stock-taking about 
your hot water supply. For while these automatic devices 
are miracles of labor-saving, they can’t give a good per- 
formance without hot water, plenty of it, and hotter water 
than you may have required in the past. Add these to the 
dozens of present hot water needs—bathing, showering, 
shampooing, cooking, housecleaning—and it’s obvious 
you're going to have to step up your hot water sys- 
tem if all these activities are to run along efficiently. 

A word to new builders about domestic hot water sys- 
tems in general. House BEAUTIFUL believes the time has 
come to revise upward all estimates about size and capac- 
ity of hot water tanks in better American homes. The old 
minimum tank capacity, generally recommended several 
years ago, is no longer enough for houses with a full 
complement of modern appliances. It used to be said 
that 30 gallons was the minimum recommended for the 
average family with one bathroom and up to four bed- 
rooms. Even with two baths the minimum was raised to 
only 40 gallons. But such estimates were not based on 
modern, automatic, hygienic equipment, requiring more 
water and hotter water. Our research indicates, in fact, that 
in most cases the old minimum should be about doubled. A 
60-gallon heater, with fast recovery, generally is the small- 
est that should be considered to serve adequately a two- 
bathroom home (and maid’s room) with a dishwasher and 
an automatic washing machine. If you have a slow recov- 
ery system, you will need a much larger storage capacity. 

There are, of course, many highly individual variables 
which may raise or lower this considered minimum: the 
number -of people in your family, how many children, 
how many servants, how much entertaining you do. 

It is far better to have too much hot water than too 
little. The supply should be large enough to meet any 
unusual demand, such as illness, a larger household, 
or the addition of hot-water-consuming equipment not 
now anticipated. Moreover, it should be large enough 
so that the temperature need not be set too high, for 


higher temperatures increase the rate of corrosion and 


scaling and thereby shorten the life of the water heater. 
The added cost of larger capacity tanks is so little (it 
seems even less when viewed in the light of the long life 
of the system) that it is plain bad economy to quibble. 

To obtain necessary cleanliness, automatic washers and 
dishwashers require water with a minimum temperature of 
about 140°F. for clothes and 150°F. for dishes. Unless 
the heater delivers water of this temperature, you do not 
get top efficiency out of your appliances. For water at 
such temperature at the tap, it must be about 10 per cent 
higher at the heater outlet, the discrepancy being accounted 
for by the cooling-off as it travels within the pipes 
before it reaches the tap. (Continued on page 158)

TO MANAGE 


A FREEZER 


When you have fully realized how to manage your freezer, it is like 


having an extra servant in the house. It takes paper work and planning— 


both painless. Here is a meaty article on how to go about the planning 


f you have a freezer and it’s not at least two- 

thirds to three-fourths full at this very moment 
—a mid-season between harvests—something is wrong 
with your freezer management. 

It is best to manage your freezer on a rotating 
plan, so you can draw upon the contents constantly, 
while, at the same time, you are also constantly re- 
plenishing. Some things, such as fruits and vege- 
tables which are locally available only a portion of 
the year, must obviously be stored in quantities for 
nine to eleven months’ use. So must fresh-killed 
broiling, frying, and roasting chickens which are 
available only for short seasons. But many other 
foods can be obtained over wider periods of time 
and, therefore, offer you the opportunity to plan 
your freezing on a rotating basis. 

Theoretically, a rotating food plan fills the freezer 
at least twice throughout the year instead of only 
once. This means your freezer will not only store 
twice as much food, but the cost of the freezer and 
‘its operation will also be materially reduced. A 36- 
cubic-foot freezer, for example, will hold as much 
as 3,000 pounds of food on a rotating plan; whereas, 
if it were filled only once a year, storage capacity 
would be only 1,500 pounds. Likewise, cost of the 
freezer and its operation computed on a per-pound 
basis would be more than ten cents per pound fill- 
ing the freezer only once, and less than six cents 


per pound filling the freezer on the rotating plan. 


Just how do you stand, right now in March, on 
your freezer account? Your present frozen food 
inventory should reveal the shortcomings of your 
last year’s plan and help you establish better freezer 
management for the coming year. 

Take an inventory now and find out if you have 
enough fruits and vegetables to last through May 
when this year’s crop of produce will come into 
season. Determine what meats you have and how 
long they will supply your meat needs. Tabulate the 
baked goods and prepared foods you have on hand 
to use. The answers will give a prediction of your 
success as a manager. 

At the beginning of summer, another inventory 
will determine whether or not you froze too many 
of certain kinds of vegetables or fruits last year, 
and how many packages of each you have to con- 
sume before planning next year’s quota. At the end 
of summer, when virtually all of the fruits and 
vegetables for winter are nested away in_ their 
waxed cartons, an inventory will show if you have 
an adequate supply to last through the winter and 
you will know just how freely these products can 
be drawn upon. 

We wish there were some hard and fast rules to 
lay bare for working out a plan to fit your par- 
ticular family, but there are none. However, there 
are generalities which will help you to better plan- 


ning, and also help make (Continued on page 160)

Garden 
enthusiasts would laud the project heartily, gardens being at their 
best then, with no need for a flashlight or for saying, “If you could 
have seen it earlier with the dew still on it!” 

Poll-takers would be snowed under with a variety of answers from 
the gourmets about what a good breakfast consists of.

ometime this month you will probably sit down 

with a half dozen nursery catalogs, to pick out 
the choicest roses for delivery at planting time. Will 
you choose them for their flower color, their heights, 
their flower substance, or primarily for their pest- 
resistance and hardy constitutions? 

Doubtless you will be influenced by your past experi- 
ence. Suppose you bought a dozen roses at your local 
Five-and-Ten last year, only to have half of them die 
after you gave them the most careful planting and 
after-care. Then you will certainly buy roses this year 
from the best nursery you know, even though you may 
be able to afford only half the number you bought as 
bargains last season. 

Whether you are a new gardener or one who has 
learned to be very choosy, it always pays to buy the 
best. The big question in your mind, then, is how to 
pick the best roses from the many new and old varie- 
ties. Unless you have seen the roses in bloom and taken 
notes to refresh your mind, how do you know which 
are going to be quality roses, which will appeal to you 


most and fit the spots you have to fill? 


Briefly, you should consider the following points 
in the order most important to you: Flowers— 
color and texture, form of buds and open flowers and 


whether they age gracefully, their fragrance and last- 


ing qualities outdoors and cut, their length of stem. 


WHO 


Plants—hardiness and vigor, form and height in rela- 
tion to its garden location, whether foliage is clean, 
and has pest and disease resistance. 

One good way to pick the finest new rose varieties 
for your garden is to be guided by the judgment of 
rose experts. In recent years gardeners all over the 
country have had guidance through a group called 
All-America Rose Selections. Each year, from two-year 
field trials in 18 different sections of the country, rose 
experts select the most outstanding roses entered in the 
trials by some 25 nurseries that specialize in developing 
new varieties. 

If you have the opportunity to talk to any one of 
these judges, you find that they are enthusiastic home 
gardeners—just as you and I—only they are far more 
experienced, They compare the looks and performance 
of new roses with the finest established varieties that 


they have had the chance to observe critically for many 


years. Their final choice means roses whose beauty and 


all-around value will add to every home garden. 

The six roses, shown opposite, are the group of 1948 
winners chosen by the All-America Selections commit- 
tee. They are not only current news; they are roses that 
—if they fit your particular taste and needs—you can 
treasure always. Equally beautiful is the new red Rose 
of Freedom. This name has particular significance at a 
time when gardeners everywhere are being enlisted in 
the Freedom Garden movement to produce home-grown 
vegetables and fruit, so more commercially-grown prod- 
ucts can be shipped abroad. 

In filling out your order, by all means consider other 
fine new roses that weren’t entered in the All-America 
Selections trials for lack of sufficient stock, or because 
nurseries preferred to introduce some of their own spe-

ome gardens have a right look—a look It’s not too hard, really. There is a simple 


of all the plants belonging inevitably to- 
gether. If you ask their owners how they 
achieve this effect, they tell you it comes with 
Experience—that broad, loose word that 
covers so much know-how. 

But what is this Experience? There is 
enough waiting in gardening without having 
to wait a lifetime to acquire cultural and de- 
sign know-how. How can we achieve in man- 
planted areas the pleasing artfulness that 
comes from harmony in Nature and Nature 
in harmony ? 

The secret is deeper than the obvious things 
usually discussed, such as drifts, heights, ete. 
\ctually, the secret lies in the core of ecology 
itself—that branch of horticulture which has 
to do with the environmental relationships of 
plants. For doesn’t Nature distribute plant life 
in such a way that all plants grow where they 
are best fitted to grow? If you apply these 
naturalistic principles, you can achieve that 
same harmony in your garden. 

But you are saying, “How can I, a mere 
amateur, know exactly where every plant 


ought to live?”

f you were offered the choice between waste space 

or a dining terrace, your choice is obvious. You 
would choose the terrace. But did you ever consider 
that a fence can make the difference? 

Before the fence was built, the dining terrace that 
you see opposite was a useless, public space between 
the driveway and the house, a nuisance spot where no 
erass or flowers would grow because of the shade from 
the tree. The owners considered it unfit for use, since 
deliveries had to arrive virtually on top of this area. 

With a little thought, the solution was obvious. | 
utilized the waste space by separating it from the drive 
by an above-eye-level board fence, swung in an are 
that included the trunk of the live oak. A door was 
built to connect the dining room with the new brick- 
paved terrace. Now it is a private retreat for outdoor 
meals or just for plain sitting in the shade of the big 
live oak tree. 

Espaliered fuchsias grow out of the foot-wide plant- 
ing pocket inside the fence. Their branches and foliage 
make a nice pattern against the painted white boards, 
and they flourish here in the shade where few other 
plants would bloom. Looking in the other direction, 
sitters get an unbroken view of lawn and garden. 

Outside, on the driveway side, the fence is decorated 
with English ivy and a trim hedge to cut down the 
apparent height. These grow out of a planting pocket 


formed by a low wood coping, painted white like the

fence. This planting along the arc of the fence con- 
tinues along the base of the house where the driveway 
widens out into a parking area. The board coping and 
a taller hedge are repeated along the property line on 
the other side of the driveway. 

Fencing for such a project costs $2 to $3 a running 
foot. Brick paving on sand comes to about 75 cents a 
square foot; on concrete, $1 (or more if the concrete 
bed has to be built to withstand frost). 

This waste-space-into-terrace spot is on the grounds 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Fuller in Atherton, California. 
It is but one small example of the possibilities for out- 
door living. Probably 99 per cent of America’s home 
grounds have waste space that could be put to equally 
good use by their owners. Many of these properties 
are smal] ones owned by people who lament the fact 


that they haven't enough space to enjoy the outdoors.

New developments in glass, rayon, and plastics

egend has it that Christopher 
Columbus once broke a wine 
ass by striking a tuning fork 
arby.

canned goods. The waves kill the 
organisms, possibly through vibra- 
tion and the heat generated.

They also 
have the unique property of caus- 
ing dust and dirt particles to co- 
agulate and drop out of the air. 
Beam the sound waves at a mix- 
ture of oil and water, and you get 
a non-separating emulsion. Paints

finishes, and dry more quickly. 
The sound waves that do these 
jobs are not made by loud blasts 
on horns or by beating drums.

aging. When buying carcass cuts, 
you will benefit considerably if you 
are somewhat familiar with the 
kind of table cuts different parts of 
the carcass yield, so you can in- 
struct the man cutting up your 
meats in what manner you would 
like the carcass prepared; i.e., 
steaks, roasts, ground meat, stew 
meat, etc. 

If your freezer is small, it is not 
very practical to hold bulky foods 
in it for a long storage period. For 
this reason, it is well to concen- 
trate on broilers and fryers instead 
of roasting chickens. These pack- 
age more compactly than roasters 
and give better utilization of limit- 
ed space. Whole turkeys are also 
space-wasters and, therefore, are 
not usually recommended storage 
items unless you have a really 
large-size freezer. You could take a 
tip from the commercial meat-freez- 
ing companies and buy large ones 
(25 to 30 pounds—they are the 
meaty size) and have them split 
into quarters. A turkey then will 
pack more solidly into the freezer 
with not quite as much waste space. 

However, there is one bulky item 
it pays to have in the freezer. That 
is a large container of ice cream. 
If yours is a small freezer, your 
purchase is more likely limited to 
the l-gallon size container rather 
than the 21-gallon size. Dairy and 
ice cream companies offer a saving 
of from 25 to 35 per cent over cost 
of buying ice cream by the quart. 

Have on hand the widest pos- 
sible variety of foods. But do not 
forsake the needed quantity of dif- 
ferent types of foods for variety. It 
is not wise freezer practice to store 
a smattering of this and a dabble 
of that. Such a procedure will give 
variety, but it will defeat the pur- 
pose of your freezer—which is to 
furnish a steady supply of foods for

You should be on the alert for 
the various vegetable seasons 
throughout summer and fall. This 
varies by two to four weeks or 
more throughout the country; so 
the best advice which can be given 
on this point is to get your vege- 
tables early, get your fruits about 
midway through the season. 

The best flavored, most tender 
vegetables are usually the first 
picking ones because they have 
grown under the mosi favorable 
climate and soil conditions. Spring 
crops are often better quality than 
fall crops of the same vegetables. 

Condense your packaging. How 
much food your freezer will hold 
depends on packaging. From 30 to 
40 pounds or 40 to 59 pints per 
cubic foot can be stored in the 
freezer. If rectangular containers 
are used for all foods except roasts, 
your freezer will hold the maxi- 
mum number of pounds or pints 
per cubic foot of storage space. The 
number of round or odd-shaped 
packages you use will reduce its 
capacity proportionately. |

How to use spare space in off- 
sons. Allot as much of your 
lezer space as you need for the 


essential foods—the meats, fruits, 
and vegetables. But as space be- 
comes available, as the basic foods 
are used, you should plan to fill it 
with baked goods, prepared foods, 
hors d'oeuvres, party goodies, ice 
cream, and leit-over foods. We ad- 
vise this because it is not practical 
to sacrifice precious space to these 
foods at the expense of foods which 
can be obtained only at certain 
seasons. This is especially true in 
the case of small or medium-size 
freezers. The larger your freezer, 
the more nearly it is capable of 
constantly supplying baked goods, 
prepared foods, and a miscellany of 
handy-to-have foods. Except in the 
fall, when your freezer is bulging 
with home-frozen fruits and vege- 
tables, there is usually plenty of 
extra space for these foods. 

So work out a small plan within 
your big plan, to use spare space 
for the not-so-essential but oh-so- 
nice miscellanea. If your extra 
space is limited, prepare only two 
or three extra pies or cakes at 
baking time. If you have a lot of 
space, use production-line methods 
(see House BeautiruL, December) 
and make up as many es 15 or 20 
pies at a time, a dozen pans of your 
prize biscuits or rolls. 


NTO extra space can go luncheon 
and pick-up snacks, a wide vari- 


ety of fruit juices, cooked turkeys | 


or hams, handy cartons of soup 
stock or made-up soups, fancy ice- 
cream molds, all kinds of left-over 
foods. Into this spare space should 
go breads of all kinds. We make a 
special issue of bread because, like 
ice cream, it is one of the first dis- 
coveries one makes about a freezer. 
It keeps bread so marvelously that 
you no longer have any stale bread 
problem on your hands. With a 
freezer it’s hard to be wasteful. 

Check up on freezer traffic. 
There is a simple way you can test 
the effectiveness of your present 
food plan and that is to count the 
number of trips you make to your 
freezer. Do you go to the freezer 
every day, either to take foods out 
or put foods in? If so, you already 
are aware of how well the freezer 
will serve you with better food, and 
save countless hours when you need 
them most. Do days or weeks elapse 
between openings? If the latter is 
the case, your treezer is still in the 
class of a little-used luxury, is not 
at all the steady provider it should 
be, and indicates there is some- 
thing very wrong with your man- 
agement.

to combine, in the same _ place, 
plants with clashing foliage colors, 
you won't achieve that natural look. 

A plant is usually in character 
with its surroundings if it is per- 
fectly suited culturally. This is es- 
pecially true of species, but hybrids 
are less fastidious as a rule, and 
adapt themselves to a wider range 
of conditions. Hybrids usually re- 
tain something of the outward ap- 
pearance of their ancestors although 
they may grow and thrive in a 
“mess of comfort in the garden”. 

The beginner usually places them 
irrespective of the naturalistic char- 
acter of their antecedents, but, as 
he becomes more sensitive to the 
subtle and indefinable quality of a 
species, he groups the hybrids so 
as to bring out their suggested nat- 
uralistic character. 

In making combinations of plants 
for your garden, these natural- 
istic characteristics should be given 
the closest consideration, not only 
because of the direct bearing this

n this big month of plant ordering and flower-show visiting, woe to 
| the gardener who goes overboard and buys a flock of material with- 
out first planning his garden. This comment is prompted by the bad 
mistakes we have noticed on new properties that we see from the 
train window on our daily trek between New Jersey and New York. 

We wonder, for instance, what could have caused the owner of a 
new $40,000 home to put a circle of concrete blocks in the middle 
of his front lawn to hold a raised bed of annuals. (Was this the best 
use he could find for blocks left over from his house foundation?) Or 
what caused his neighbor to dot his property with a mixture of ever- 
greens and to plunk a rustic arbor in the middle of nothing? (Were 
these bargains from some roadside stand?) 

Making mistakes is a good way to learn. But if you are a new 
gardener, do your experimenting with annuals, or with bulbs and 
perennials that can be easily moved. Put off setting out permanent 
things, like trees and shrubs, arbors and terraces, until you know a 
bit more or can call on seasoned assistance. 


On my tiny property, which offers little extra material for indoor 
decoration during the winter, I start pruning my spring-flowering 
shrubs before they begin to bloom. The trimmings are collected and 
brought indoors for forcing. Thus the chore serves a double purpose, 
as in the case of trimming evergreens in late December and utilizing 
the cut branches for Christmas greens.

Who ever has enough ground-cover plants? Paul Kohl, of St. Louis, 
reminds us that this is a good time to increase our supply. He inserts 
cuttings of pachysandra and English ivy in rows in boxes of sand, 
first dusting the ends with a hormone powder to hasten rooting. The 
boxes are placed in a coldframe, shaded for a few days, and kept 
watered until they are rooted and ready to plant in their permanent 
locations in the garden. 


To have chrysanthemum plants just the right size to set out in May, 
take cuttings now from the’stock plants overwintered in your cold- 
frame. Mr. Kohl reports excellent results with vermiculite, pure or 
combined with half sand as a rooting medium. 

He spreads a suitable quantity of vermiculite on paper in a flat 
and sprinkles it with water from a watering can. Then it is stirred, 
watered a second, and even a third time, until all of it is uniformly 
moist, but not soggy. The moistened material is placed in six-inch 
pots, which take several cuttings each. Here, again, a root-promoting 
chemical will give quicker and more uniform results. After all the 
cuttings are made, the pots are watered and placed in an electrically 
heated hotbed or a greenhouse. It takes them three to four weeks to 
root, and they can then be potted individually in 21-inch pots and 
grown in the coldframe until planting-out time in May. 


This year gardeners everywhere can cut down on the routine work 
of spring lawn care by making a single simple operation out of weed- 
ing and feeding. You distribute a combination herbicide-nutrient 
dust over your lawn. The herbicide destroys the broadleaf weeds, like 
dandelion and plantain, while a quick-acting nitrogen in the mixture 
stimulates the grass to fill in the spots left by the dead weeds. 


Several popular shrubs get scale (stationary little shell-covered insects 
that suck juices and weaken the plants), and now is the time to 
combat this pest. Especially examine your lilacs, rugosa roses, winter- 
creeper, elms, dogwoods, pines, and spruces. 

Carol Wieting, of Seattle, who has had much experience with woody 
plants, offers these suggestions for using dormant sprays (applied 
before leaf buds unfurl) in home gardens infested with scale: Lime 
sulphur, while it does a fine job of cleaning the plant of scale, may 
injure painted surfaces. Oil emulsions and miscible oils are good, too, 
but should be used with care. If applied during freezing weather, the 
oil may separate from the water and burn broadleaf or coniferous 
evergreens. Safest to use is one of the creamy emulsions that has not 
been exposed to excessive cold or heat; keep the mixture agitated by 
shaking the sprayer frequently. 


Those notches and holes that are eaten out of the leaves and petals 
of your hellebores, eranthis, primroses, and other early spring flowers 
can be explained by the observant Mr. Wieting. He blames the damage 
on either or both of two insects—cut worms or one of the weevils, the 
black vine weevil or the strawberry weevil. 

He reports that the best control in the Northwest (and probably 
everywhere) is to place a bait poisoned with sodium fluosilicate under 
)the plants for the adult insects to feed on when they emerge from the 
' ground in late winter. Use it this month and repeat every two or three 





weeks until June.

When he set out a number of shrubs before the war, William Lanier 
Hunt used under them two grades of bone meal, one very coarse and 
_the other medium-ground bone meal. The first was a very slow-acting 
fertilizer, and the second one faster. Mr. Hunt's shrubs are now as 
healthy and green as the traditional green bay tree. 

| In place of the now hard-to-get bone meal, he uses oyster shells, 
_mixed liberally in the soil for trees and big shrubs. He reminds us 
that the old boxwood gardens of Virginia were especially fine where 
walks were made of oyster shells.

FOR CHILDREN 


They’re a great success in many cities. 


Here are suggestions for an ideal series 


By Richard Williams 


he recent discussions in this 
magazine which concerned chil- 
dren and music seem to have aroused 
a good deal of interest among our 
readers. It is natural that this 
should be so, for whether the arti- 
cles are helpful or not, the subject 
is. both profitable and puzzling. So 
few of us had a musical education 
when we were young, and so many 
of us regret that lack now, that we 
are bent (and sometimes hell-bent) 
on avoiding a similar loss in our 
children. We seek advice as to how 
best to guide children to music. 
Nobody should have any hard 
and fast theories about children. 
The young denizens, though they 
all do the same things at about 
the same time, are nevertheless as 
unpredictable as a mountain rain, 
and they can outrun any theory.

real children’s concerts, thought 
out by somebody who understands 
children and presented without any 
condescending shenanigans. 

The popularity of children’s con- 
certs, as of all concerts, has grown 
remarkably in the last ten years. 
The New York Philharmonic has 
given children’s concerts for many 
more years than ten, but within 
the last ten years they have become 
so popular that it is now virtually 
impossible to get a ticket 

Other orchestras have regular 
series of children’s concerts, also 
sold out. As a matter of fact, there 
are now few major orchestras which 
do not present children’s concerts. 
Some, like the Los Angeles and 
Kansas City orchestras, give these 
concerts considerable care and 
preparation and try to make them 
increasingly useful. 


N THE other hand, there are still 

a number of cities which do 
not have regular concerts and 
where a series could be established 
using either the local symphony or- 
chestra or making an arrangement 
for visits from the orchestra of 
the nearest large town. Such visits 
are feasible. The Kansas City Phil- 
harmonic, for example, gives chil- 
dren’s concerts in many of the sur- 
rounding towns. Arrangements for 
these tours are worked out between 
the Board of Education, the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association, and the 
management of the orchestra. 

Here we have a worth-while pro- 
ject. If there are no children’s con- 
certs in your town, you really ought 
to try and see if you can drum up 
sufficient interest in a series. 

As you may suspect, your main 
difficulty will be money; the ex- 
penses cannot usually be fully cov- 
ered by the price of admission. The 
price of tickets should be (really 
has to be) kept low—let’s say 25 
cents to one dollar—and the deficit 
has to be made up by contribu- 
tions. Where large auditoriums are 
available, the deficit is not back- 
breaking. 

Let me give you, for whatever 
they may be worth, my thoughts of 
what an ideal children’s concert 
should be like.

No adults should be allowed to 
attend these concerts. There should 
be no exception to this rule. The 
only adults inside are the musi- 
cians, the conductor, and ushers, 
picked for their ability to suppress 
minor revolutions. 


CHILDREN’S concert ought to 

be short. Children cannot and 
should not be made to sit still for 
too long a time. Their attention, on 
which the world and its strangeness 
make so many demands, cannot be 
fixed for too long a period. I think 
that for the younger group a half- 
hour concert would be ideal, and an 
hour would suffice for the older 
group. In neither case would I have 
an intermission. 

I am absolutely against any kind 
of explanatory talk at these con- 
certs, whether educational, coy, or 
comical. No explaining is to be 
done about the music; each child 
should have the right to explain 
the music for himself. No program 
notes are necessary, and the pro- 
gram should merely give the name 
of the composer and the title of 
the composition, except when the 
that is,

ject or tells a story. 

If there is to be any extra- 
musical feature, 1 would have after 
the concert a 15-minute quiz in 
which those children who would 
like to stay can participate.

tributing cause of premature fail- 
ure of hot water tanks, according 

Mr. Hoover. 

“Overheating can cause corro- 
sion with any kind of water, ex- 
cept perhaps when the water is 
entirely free of oxygen, such as 
when it comes from a deep well 
and is unexposed to air until it 


reaches the faucets,” said Mr. 
Hoover. “Merely advocating that 
temperatures be kept within rea- 


sonable bounds is not always ef- 
fective. Many homes are equipped 
with tanks that are too small, and 
in order to have sufficient hot 
water, the temperatures are car- 
ried too high and the hot water 
mixed with cold to give a larger 
supply. Then the trouble starts.” 

There is a conflict between the 
temperature needs of water for dish 
washing and clothes washing, and 
that of your pipes. Balancing this 
conflict can only be done by the 
homeowner. For the good of your 
pipes (assuming your water is cor- 
rosive) water should be from 120° 
to 140° F. But it should be 160° to 
165° F. to provide cleansing and 
disinfecting. (One of the reasons 
we all want dishwashers and auto- 
matic washers is because we can 
get things cleaner and more sterile. ) 

So the homeowner is going to 
have to figure out his own compro- 
mise between these conflicts. Ex- 
perimentation and watching condi- 
tions in your pipes will show you 
where the compromise must fall. 
Knowing how corrosive your water 


is will give part of the answer.

The Ounce of Prevention 


If you already have slipped up 
on one of these “preventives,”’ and 
your water runs rusty from the 
faucets—well, sooner or later you 
will have to do something. It may 
mean replacing major parts of your 
plumbing system. Proper planning, 
based on a chemical analysis of 
your water and proper use of the 
system after it has been installed is 
the only way. 

If you are planning a new home, 
don’t overlook the importance of an 
analysis of your water, so you can 
make your plumbing system as cor- 
rosion-resistant as possible! 

Choose a tank, too, that is large 
enough to give you all the hot water 
you need without overheating it. 
The following table, recommended 
by the Pacific Coast Gas Associa- 
tion, gives the minimum size tanks 
suggested for homes of various 


(Editor’s Note: These figures do not 
take into calculation the water require- 
ments of automatic dishwashers and 
washing machines. House BEAUTIFUL 
recommends adding at least 20 gallons 
of capacity if you own these two pieces 
of equipment. In fact, it is beginning 
to be recognized among builders and 
architects of better homes that 80 gal- 
lons is an optimum requirement when 
automatic appliances are used in a 
family of several persons.) 


4. Proper Manufacture 
and Design 


In spite of the fact that aggres- 
sive water is responsible for much 
corrosion, there are other reasens 
why tanks and pipes rust out. With 
galvanized tanks, the kind most 
used throughout the country, poor 
tank steel and poor galvanizing are 
contributing factors, according to 
Mr. Hoover. If tanks are made of 
metal with improper amounts of 
phosphorus, sulphur or silicon in 
them, the coating may crack or 
break and expose the steel to rapid 
corrosion. The same thing may hap- 
pen if the metal of the tank has 
been rained on and has rusted be- 
fore galvanization took place.

Marglobe, with its luscious red 
fruits on a vigorous, disease-resist- 
ant vine, is undoubtedly the most 
popular tomato with both home and 
truck gardeners. Rutgers with 
bright red fruit matures a little 
later and is wilt-resistant to a high 
degree. We have found both va- 
rieties excellent for canning, tomato 
juice, and soup. Jubilee, the tomato 
with orange colored skin and flesh 
is deliciously mild and contains less 
acid than the red varieties. Cherry 
tomatoes bear prolifically and it is 
nice to include one or two for gar- 
nishing. If you like tomato pre- 
serves, Red or Yellow Plum is ex- 
cellent for this purpose. 

This year we plan to try the 
Early Hybrid tomato, (Earliana X 
Valiant) claimed to be of good 
quality, as well as the earliest and 
most productive hybrid.yet found 
by the plant breeders of Cornell. 

In 1946, when the blight de- 
stroyed much of our tomato crop, 
we were afraid to can our juice for 
fear it would not keep, so we froze 
it for the first time with excellent 
results. We have evolved our own 
recipe for tomato juice, which we 
serve as juice or soup, or molded

Instead, a chemical, called 
phosphorous pentoxide, forms the 
base. Right now it is possible to 
modify the mixture so as to obtain 
two basic types of the phosphate 
glass: one type allows ultra-violet 
rays to pass through, the other 
type blocks infrared or heat rays. 

With windows and walls made 
of type number one, you could 
get your suntan indoors, without 
raising the window.

So they 
turned the technicians loose on 
phosphate glass and the result 
a new era in glass.

Even commercial laundries are not 
immune to new ideas. A new pro- 
cedure for washing results in 
whiter clothes, better dirt removal. 
less loss of strength in fabrics. All 
this without bluing or scouring. 
How’s it done? By adapting the 
housewife’s soap, slosh, wring, 
rinse, wring technique to commer- 
cial laundering, plus of course new 
chemical soaps and detergents. 
The new commercial way. which 
is a lot quicker and easier on 


clothes, is to take the soap-filled 





laundry, place it in a whirling bas- 
ket and while it is rotated, direct 
streams of warm water on it. This 
approximates the housewife’s tech- 
nique; and it replaces a long wash 
in hot water, then a long rinse, and 
then a drying operation. It’s ex- 
pected to make big headway in the 
laundry business this year. 


When we talked about sound 
waves last month, we told you there 
were a lot more facts available. Re- 
search on sound wave use is still 
continuing, and progress is steady. 

Remember we're talking about 
waves you cannot hear. They are 
caused by extremely high vibra- 
tions (waving your hand in the air 
causes vibrations, but too low to 





be heard). Conceivably, ultrasonic 
waves can be used to perform 
chores like opening a garage door. 
because the high vibration would 
actuate a control. Other uses under 
experiment include the aging of 
wine, sterilization and pasteuriza- 
tion of milk with sound instead of 
heat, the use of the waves to induce 
artificial fever, and commercial use 
of sound to detect flaws in metal 
(so that, for instance, your car 
axle doesn’t crack because of a 


hithertn wndetectahle defect) 


Analysis of the exact steps by 
which a plant converts carbon di- 
oxide and water, in the presence of 
light, into food has always baffled 
scientists. If the secret were known, 
it might be possible manufacture 
food artificially. 

The secret is being slowly but 
surely uncovered. For scientists 
have discovered what happens in 
the first step of photosynthesis (the 
process of sugar and starch manu- 
facture in the living plant). In this 
first step a material called Factor 
B is made. The plant uses this 
material to build up its complex 
parts. ‘ 

Scientists at the University of 
Chicago used radio-carbon, a by- 
product of the atomic pile or oven, 
to trace the material and to help 
isolate it. And now that it is iso- 
lated, the next step will be to an- 
alyze it and determine just what it 
is made of. 

At Antioch College. researchers 
are working on chlorophyll, the 
substance in a plant that captures 
light energy and puts it to work. 





The end they all seek is to de- 
velop a chemical process that will 
convert sunshine into sugar or 
starch. Year-round factory produc- 
tion would supplement the output 
of farms and forests which work 
only in the summer growing 
season. 

Far-fetched? Perhaps, but no 


more so than successful splitting 


of uranium to develop atomie 


energy seemed to be. 


When photographic scientists and 
chemists get together, unusual 
things develop. For example, it is 
now possible to make photograph 
prints on pottery and glassware. 
Photographic printing on textiles 
is now at the stage where it can be 
done continuously. Chinaware can 
have prints made on it. And you 
will recall that last month we 
talked about a new kind of glass in 
which a photographic print could 
be developed.

he site plan is a hangover from the horse-and-buggy days, 

when the stable had to be on the back of the lot to banish the 
odors.

Therefore, the most 
desirable exposure is on the street side, making it impossible 
to create outdoor space with privacy and favorable exposure, 
since the house is so far forward on the 52’ x 100’ lot.

The house is placed toward the rear of the lot, away from 
street noises, so you can enjoy greater privacy. The 
garage is put near the street, so that less driveway is 
needed and you can drive into it easily. House and 
garage are tied together by a covered passage, so that they 
appear on the small lot as one interesting structure rather 
than as two separate, unrelated boxes. 

Inside the house you'll find a generous provision for 
closet space (just compare) and a large kitchen with an 
ample window to the south. The hall, too, is kept to 
a minimum, but it’s not so small that there isn’t room for a 
towel and linen chest. You'll see also that this house has 
an entry big enough to move around in with plenty of 
hanging space at hand.

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Nee. are funny about heirlooms. We are more 
concerned about their age than about their design 
quality and intrinsic goodness. We seem to go on 

the assumption that if a thing is old enough it fol- 
lows that it is good. This veneration for age 

and antiquity does not train our eyes to recog- 

nize good design wherever we meet it, whether it be 
in Woolworth’s or at Tiffany’s. As a people, we 

are shockingly blind to the beauty being created 

by our contemporaries, some of whose work is as fine 
as anything ever done in the past. Such a case 

is the ceramic work of Gertrude and Otto Natzler. 

Ceramics by the Natzlers, shown on the opposite 
page, reaffirm the truism that fine design is superb 
form. But the hard part of discussing form is that 
it cannot be measured or analyzed. For good design 
is outside the vocabulary of engineering. 

Fine design in ceramics means treatment of the 
ceramic medium (clay, glaze, fire) in such a way that 
the medium gives what it willingly offers, without 
being forced into something contrary to its nature. 
Forcing ceramics into forms which do not flow 
almost spontaneously from the essential clays creates 
disharmony. 

There are no formulae or recipes for the creation 
of form. The flow of line, the development of a 
single curve, or the arrangement and balance of con- 
vex and concave outlines is all that gives “action” 
to a pot, thus making it alive rather than static.

@ It is hard for many people to visualize a house that is Modern in 
all the ways that count—im sound plan, in exciting use of materials 
and textures, and in airy room-garden relationship, without calling 
up a picture of chill, not-too-friendly rooms, so uncluttered as to be 
virtually barren. But here is a truly Modern house to disprove all 
that. You might even call it provincial, with its informal, relaxed, 
put-your-feet-up-on-the-table personality, but it is Modern at its 
scrumptious best; a house completely tailored. to its site, inside and 
out, ceiling to floor.

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BOUT FERTILIZER 


The truth is that neither compost nor commer- 


cial fertilizers can give you the best results if 


used alone. Each is necessary for garden improve- 


ment. Use them as they should be used—together

re you a home gardener who has been pelted with 

propaganda urging you to run your garden exclu- 
sively with compost which you have made yourself? Have 
you been lured by the prospect of fine vegetables and lovely 
flowers obtained through the use of homemade humus, 
prepared from grass clippings, leaves, weeds, garbage, and 
various forms of manure? 

Do you wonder if it is true that this organic matter will 
overcome all the ills of your garden—plant diseases, weeds, 
poor taste in vegetables? And finally, have you secretly 
wondered if your neighbor, who buys fertilizer in bags, isn’t 
a lot smarter than you, perspiring all summer over a com- 
post heap because you read that “artificial” fertilizers were 
dangerous to the soil? 

If you are either an all-humus gardener or devoted exclu- 
sively to chemical fertilizers, this article is for you. 

For House BEAUTIFUL, aware of the bitter conflict and 
name calling that has been going on between organic gar- 
dening addicts on one side and artificial fertilizer people 
on the other, has been conducting an investigation to clear 
away the mist of confusion that exists in the minds of 
average gardeners. 

To find out which side is right, we talked with exponents 
of organic gardening, whose leader in the United States is 


J. I. Rodale of Emmaus, Pennsylvania, editor of Organic 


Gardening Magazine and disciple of the late Sir Albert 
Howard, British leader of the “composts-only” crusade. We 
have consulted the National Fertilizer Association, whose 
manufacturer-members produce the modern commercial fer- 
tilizers so bitterly condemned by the advocates of organics. 
We visited the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s Experi- 
ment Station at Beltsville. Maryland, where soil engineering 
is under close study and test. We delved into the voluminous 
literature on the subject, visited chemists, got in touch with 
many agricultural scientists. And this is what we learned: 

Organic matter or humus, the mysterious dark substance 
of the soil which is made up of organic compounds resulting 
from decomposition of vegetable and animal matter, is 
important for successful growing of plants of all kinds. 
But so are artificial or chemical fertilizers, which contain 
plant foods necessary to supplement or replace the natural 
foods of the soil, that either were low to begin with or are 
running low in most places. 

Humus and chemical fertilizers do two entirely different 
sets of things for your garden. Both are important because 
they complement each other. 

Humus, the decayed organic material made in a compost 
heap or in the soil itself through the plowing-under of 
green crops and animal manure, primarily promotes in the 


soil a proper texture or structure (Continued on page 228)

HOW TO TAKE A LESSON IN TRADITIONAL 


{ the only reward of travel were a change of 

scenery, you might simply go off a few miles 
from home and call it a vacation. But travel is so 
much more than that. It can be, among many other 
things, a chance to observe how other people live 
and, by comparison, to discover how you yourself 
really want to live. And in the process you may find 
yourself revising many a glib opinion on taste, 
manners, and mores. 

What. for instance, is your stand on that hot 
question of Modern versus Traditional? You may 
be a violent partisan or a wavering middle-roader, 
but if you’re an American, you're not likely to know 
too much about Traditional at first hand, because 
Americans have always lived closer to the present 
than to the past. 

Traditional is not just a matter of dark carved 
furniture and gabled houses. It is a whole pattern 
of living and thinking and well worth learning about 
no matter which side of the fence you’re on, because 


it is the very background from which Modern has 
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emerged. And you can’t understand the present with- 
out understanding something of the past. 

You don’t have to cross the ocean to learn this 
lesson, either. There’s a gentle little city in British 
Columbia which is as English—and consequently 
as traditional—as a barrister’s wig. This is Victoria, 
the capital city, where the lawns are as green, the 
people as soft-voiced, the afternoon tea as sacred as 
anywhere in the old country. And even the police- 
men wear the helmets and uniforms—and the good 
manners—of London bobbies. 

This little replica of England—and it is that in 
appearance, heritage and tenaciously held customs— 
is situated on the island of Vancouver, a miniature 
British isle, with a fjord-like coast line and a sur- 
prising view of snow-clad mountains on the green- 
forested mainland. 

You can reach Victoria by air or by a four-hour 
boat trip from the seaport city of Vancouver.’ And 
as soon as your boat passes the long breakwater 


and turns to enter Victoria’s Inner Harbor, you will 















begin to feel the sense of placid permanence which 
is the personality of Victoria. With picture postcard 
clarity, the domes of the Parliament buildings and 
the roofs and towers of the Empress Hotel swim into 
focus with astonishing dignity and grace. And in 
these weathered stone and vine-covered walls you 
will see, perhaps for the first time in your life, what is 
meant by the mellowness and stability of Traditional. 

Take your first stroll down Government Street and 
your pace will instinctively slow down to accommo- 
date itself to the leisurely tempo. This is as it should 
be, for it will give you time to note the white- 
moustached, ruddy-cheeked gentleman in  tweeds 
carrying a cane, and a dowager in long jet earrings, 
sweepingly plumed hat, and—actually—a feather 
boa. You may not see such figures on the streets of 
London today, but they still persist in Victoria. You 
will have time to look at the shops with their dis- 
play of British woolens, Irish linens and Scotch 
sweaters, and to drop in at a tea room serving

eon in fifty years. Apple pie, so legend has it, is the only dessert 
worthy of the American male’s virile palate.

ardens, like nations, can have overlapping spheres 

of influence. And, as in international affairs, they 
may spell trouble in gardens, too. The overlapping of 
spheres of influence occurs in gardens that are crowded 
with too many or with badly grouped trees. 

Each tree, whether it is a giant oak or a small flower- 
ing cherry, should be allowed its own sphere of influ- 
ence. Other trees that encroach are bound to give a 
cluttery effect. 

If you are about to plant a tree, you can readily 
determine its sphere of influence—or how much space 
to allow around it. 

Find out from some reliable source the ultimate 
height of the tree you want to use. Then calculate that 
tree’s sphere of influence as a circle with a radius equal 


to the ultimate height of the tree. Thus, a 35-foot tree, 


WRONG 


such as one of the flowering crabapples or cherries, has 
a sphere of influence of 35 feet in any direction from 
the trunk of the tree. Say that the next tree you might 
want to use has an ultimate height of 20 feet. Then the 
minimum distance from the trunk of the 35-foot tree to 
the trunk of the 20-foot tree would be 55 feet, or it 
might be preferable to have them even farther apart. 

The clearly defined trunk of a tree gives it a definite 
character which sets it apart from shrubs and makes 
it a distinct and separate unit. It becomes an accent 
point in the design, in contrast to the blended masses 
produced by the shrubs. Just as a schoolboy sometimes 
scatters punctuation marks liberally all through his writ- 
ing, in the same way some gardeners plan far too many 
trees with the result that the composition is broken up,

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Try a geometric design 


The building of a naturalistic pool presents a problem to the 
amateur gardener, unless he is a geologist and knows all about 
rock strata. But figuring out the design for a geometric one is 
child's play, and fitting the rocks together is a simple jigsaw puzzle 
that the whole family can enjoy, once the foundation of the pool 
is in. Here the coping of the pool forms the lowest of three steps. 





Flat stones and crevice plants 


Flat, thick field stones make ideal shallow steps beside the 
pool. They can be laid dry (without mortar) right in the earth 
and will then accommodate low rock plants in the crannies. Where 
flagstones are used instead, a concrete footing may be necessary, 
especially in frost areas. If you use flagstone, scoop out joints 


and sprinkle mortar with soil while wet to tone down whiteness. 





Eye-catching as a mirror 


A garden pool will catch your eye just as a mirror does when you 
enter a room. And its reflections of sky and trees and flowers seem 
to double its size and interest. No wonder, then, that this small 
pool set in the planted flagstone bears as much weight as a large 
formal garden and is far less demanding. The pool shown on 
these pages belongs to the Ralph Davies’ of Woodside, California. 





Cross section proves it's easy 


Any amateur who has handled a mason's trowel can build a garden 
pool.

Or, even if you own one, it is 
probably the same kind that your grandmother grew— 
Chaenomeles lagenaria (formerly called Cydonia japoni- 
ca), a thorny shrub with deep red, bright rose, or two- 
toned apple-blossom flowers. 

What you probably didn’t realize is that this same 
flowering quince that you so readily took for granted is 
suddenly big news for all gardeners. Its two dozen— 
and more to come—striking new varieties bid fair to 
become the most exciting thing that has happened in 
American gardens since the development of the tall 
bearded iris. It all happened through the 16 years of 
quiet effort by W. B. Clarke, a California plant breeder 
who recognized the infinite possibilities in this old- 
fashioned plant. 

Now, instead of searching through a hundred differ- 
ent catalogs, both foreign and domestic, before you can 
gather even a handful of flowering quince types, you 
have but to pick up the catalog of one of the leading 
nurseries to discover what amounts to a new shrub, so 
wide is its color range and extended flowering period. 
The new flowering quinces are easy of culture, too, al- 
most everywhere in the country. Their rich hues make 
them valuable for use in alkaline soil areas where azaleas 
will not thrive. They hold their own in beauty anywhere. 


But, to get down to specific varieties of this new breed 


of flowering quince, their colors range from pure white, 
through buffs and corals to bright brick red, and through 
the delicate apple-blossom tones to bright rose red and 
deepest carmine. The four varieties on the opposite page 
are but a taste of what you may add to your garden. 

For earliest bloom, plant the new variety Early 
Orange. Its flowers begin to open with the crocuses in 
late winter or very early spring, and continue for weeks 
and weeks. Almost as early are Early Appleblossom and — 
Kermesina, with semi-double rose-pink blooms. The new 
Crimson and Gold, a rather small shrub, overlaps these. 
Its flowers are such a deep red that, when you force 
the twigs in water, the blossoms come out in the house 
in almost their full color instead of fading to near-white, 
as most kinds do. Most gardeners know that quinces 
force easily indoors as early as Christmas. 

The variety Pink Beauty not only blooms early but 
continues on with the mid-season and late varieties. This 
long-blooming habit gives the new flowering quinces an 
inestimable value, especially in small gardens with room 
for but a limited number of shrubs. Fire, a brilliant red 
(given an Award of Merit by the California Horticul- 
tural Society), has an extra long season of bloom, and 
the old variety listed as sanguinea shows a few blossoms 
during most of the year in warm sections of the country. 
All the quinces, except the old-fashioned variety whose 
foliage hides the bloom, start flowering on bare branches 


and continue until the foliage (Continued on page 253) 
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he flowering quince should be a high point in your spring 

garden. In the dreamy April scene, above, the old-fashioned 
species, Chaenomeles lagenaria (or Cydonia japonica) combines 
its warm rose-pink with the yellows of forsythia and daffodils. 
But now you may choose from a whole new generation of hy- 
brids, which extend flowering quince bloom right up to summer. 
They flourish almost everywhere in the country, rival azaleas 


in color, and grow in non-acid soil where azaleas don’t thrive.

@ Bulb time spells spring, that season whose resurgence of plant life is 
most eagerly anticipated by gardeners everywhere. It is the period 

when your senses are most alert to flower beauty. The daffodils that 

you see and smell and pick today are part of the actualities of your 

life. They mean more to you than the volumes of prose and poetry and pic- 
tures that have ever been printed about them. 


That is why bulb time—or bloom time in any flower—should be 





planning time for you. 

Now, when your own desires and interest are at their highest pitch, 
examine daffodils in terms of what varieties you love best. Make careful 
notes while you are looking at them, because no one can rely on memory to 
recall vividly all details. And, equally important, be sure to file 
these notes where you can lay your hands on them at ordering time in 
July or August. The safest place to record them is in a garden 
diary—an item that seasoned gardeners consider as essential 
to success as a trowel. 

Suppose you were to visit the beautiful garden shown on the opposite 
page. You wander through the open stretches of lawn, absorb the 
spring scents and sounds and colors—the fragrance from hundreds of 
daffodils mixed with that of moist earth, the song of robins, the 
eye-filling beauty of drifts of daffodils in the woodland glades, and 
the perfection of a single flower that you pick along the way. 

You capture with your senses the beauty of the moment— 
spring in all its transient freshness and delicacy that, almost overnight, 
will unfurl into the heavy foliage and abundant color of summer. 

Were you to leave this garden at the moment of keenest 
appreciation, you would miss one of the big opportunities of

\toring your summer slipcovers 
Neen for the winter is just 
as important to their “health” 
as the care you give them when 
they are in use. 

Washable slipcovers should al- 
ways be laundered before they are 
put away. But dmit the starching 
—insects feed on starched fabrics. 
And don’t iron slipcovers that are 
being put up for the winter.

Brushing or vacuuming covers 
thoroughly weekly also saves 
laundering or cleaning. Occasional- 
ly, too, brush or vacuum upholstery 
underneath to clean out dirt that 
sifts through slipcovers. It’s a good 
idea to air the covers outdoors 
while they’re off. 


Washable Fabrics 


If your slipcovers are made of 
pre-shrunk, color-fast fabric, they 
will react better to laundering than 
to dry cleaning. But never risk 
washing slipcovers unless you are 
certain the fabric is colorfast and 
that it won’t shrink out of fit. In- 
formation on shrinkage is printed 
on the selvage of fabrics; fabric 
with a 1% residual shrinkage is 
safest for washing, for you can rest 
easy that slipcovers will emerge 
from a bath without perceptible 


shrinking. A 2% residual shrinkage 


is acceptable, but not as safe. If 
you don’t know the residual shrink- 
age and have a good-size piece of 
the fabric, you can wash the sam- 
ple, measuring it before and after 
to determine how much it shrinks. 
You can then calculate to a fair 
degree how much shrinkage you 
can expect in the slipcover itself. 
To guide you on color fastness,

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| look for the statement “vat-dyed” 
on the fabric selvage. If you can’t 
do that, you can check color-fast- 
ness of the slipcover by sewing 
samples of all the fabrie colors in 
the slipcover, together with pieces 
of any trimmings, to a piece of 
white material. Wash the sewed- 
together samples’ thoroughly and 
press them. If none of the colors 
“bleed” onto the white fabric, it’s 
safe to start up your washing ma- 
chine. 

It’s a good idea to keep these 
shrinkage and color-fastness guides 
in mind when you shop for slip- 
cover fabrics, For truly washable 
slipcovers have many desirable vir- 
tues, not the least of which is in- 
expensive maintenance, 

Glazed chintz without a perma- 
nent finish cannot be laundered. It 
needs the services of a profes- 
sional dry-cleaning establishment 
equipped to reglaze it. Even some 
permanent-finish glazed chintz may 
lose some crispness and sheen in 
laundering unless you handle it 
carefully. Light starching restores 
glaze to some degree. But better 
yet, guard the glaze with these 
laundering precautions: never 
soak; use lukewarm water, making 
washing time very short: iron on 
the right side to bring out the 
luster. 


Proper Washing 


Washing slipcovers is a job for 
the washing machine. On the whole, 
it is fool-hardy to attempt to wash 
slipcovers by hand ‘for the wet 
fabric is heavy and difficult to 
handle. 

You'll save yourself laundering 
time and work as well as upkeep 
wear and tear on the fabric if be- 
fore laundering slipcovers you 
shake them out thoroughly and 
brush them well along pipings or 
weltings to remove loose dirt and 





dust collected in the crevices. Too, 
it’s more than worth the time to 
baste pleats in place along the low- 
er edge before washing. The effort 
is more than repaid in ironing time 
saved.

Rinse twice in clear, 
lukewarm water, running the wash- 
er no more than 2 minutes each 
time. If yours is a wringer-type 
washer, loosen wringer tension; in 
a spinner-type, spin slipcovers for 
only a few seconds. Both precau 
tions avoid hard-to-remove wrin 
kles and creases, 

Before hanging slipcovers to dry, 
pull them gently along pipings to 
stretch and straighten fabric, A] 
ways dry them in the shade and 
never near artificial heat. 
color-fast fabrics should not be | 
dried in direct sunlight. 


Ironing Isn't Difficult 


Slipcovers can be ironed in two 
ways. With either method, always 
iron on the wrong side to keep 
them new-looking — except for 
glazed chintz. Iron it on the right 
side to bring out the sheen. Iron- 
ing slipcovers requires no particu- 
lar skill, but the more ironing 
room the better, and the easier the 
job. The bulk and size of some slip- 
covers is overly great for an ordi- 
nary ironing board. A large table 
padded and covered with old 
blankets and sheets gives you more 
working room. 





One way to iron slipcovers is to 
dry them completely and re-damp- 
en them for ironing. Dampening 
should be light and even—a spray- 
er is a good, time-saving device for 
the purpose. Allow dampened slip- 
covers to stand several hours and 
be sure they aren’t overly damp 
when you start ironing. This iron- 
ing method must be used on linen 
and glazed chintz. Both need iron | 
pressure and heat—to smooth out 
the fabric, in the case of linen and 
to bring up the glaze, with chintz. 

The second method is to iron 
slipcovers before they are thorough- 
ly dry. With this method, iron only 
ruffles, pleats and those sections 
that hang free of the furniture. The 
unironed portions can either be 
permitted to dry on a line or the 
covers can be put on the furniture 
while the unironed sections are 
still damp. This will dry them 
smooth and taut. But this time- 
and-energy saving method should 
never be used in humid weather be- 


cause mildew may result.

RUFFLES WITHOUT TEARS 


ContTINuED From Pace 167 


If you want a ruffled valance 
over your window, you cut your 
material allowing at least three 
times the width of the window to 
give you plenty of fullness. That 
is, for a window three feet wide, 
you use nine feet of material. 

Next, hem sides and bottom, then 


. stitch the heading, allowing sufh- 


cient room for your metal tape to 
slide through easily. Then you 
simply cut a length of metal tape 
to fit the space (three feet in our 
hypothetical case), plus an inch 
for each end to turn back and 
lock. Run it through the heading 
of your ruffle, turn back the ends 
and lock (Sketch 2); your ruffle 
is then fastened to the cornice 
board with linoleum nails or brads. 
Few are needed, as you will see, 





because the ruffle, now stiffened 
with the metal, holds itself up with 
little support. The more sparingly 
you use your fastening brads the 
fewer will have to be pulled out 
when you are ready to remove 
your ruffles. And there you have 
your ruffled valance. 

When you are ready to launder 
these ruffles, you need have no mis- 
givings.

PROBLEM PARENT? 


_ A wise parent knows that being fair to Johnny’s 


teacher will make him a pupil without problems

sk any teacher to choose between 
'a problem child or a problem 
rent, and, quicker than you can 
atch a report card, she'll prob- 
ly choose the youngster. “With 
tience you can usually do some- 
ing with a difficult child,” a fine 
yung teacher explained at a re- 
nt conference. “But parents you 
st have to put up.with. After all, 
u have no authority over them, 
d you wouldn’t dare try to reform 
em. But—” she sighed eloquently, 
ow I wish somebody would tell 
rents some of the things they do 
make our job more difficult.” 

Following are the ten major mis- 
kes which many sincere parents 
ake, often unwittingly, to further 
irden those overworked, under- 
‘id people who teach our boys 
id girls. Ponder upon these ques- 
ms and answer them honestly. No 
oring device will be necessary to 


tell you whether or not you’re one 
of teacher’s problem parents. You'll 
know immediately. 


1. Do you rush to school te see 
about your child’s work or deport- 
ment at the slightest provocation? 

Parental interest is fine. But par- 
ents who are forever badgering a 
teacher about Johnny’s grades or 
Betty’s playground problems, get to 
be anathemas. Your child may be 
the apple of your eye, but to even 
the fondest teacher he’s only one of 
many. (Very many, these days when 
teacher shortages put a double 
strain upon those who are left.) 
Play fair, don’t monopolize her 
time. Unless it’s an emergency, dis- 
cuss these matters with her during 
the allotted hour at P.T.A. And, 
even then, don't try to wangle 
her into giving better grades.

Cream of 
mushroom soup is a favorite with 
us, too, but there are so many times 
when you can’t serve a cream soup. 
What do you do? Probably what 
‘weve been guilty of many times: 
You resort to consommé or mad- 
‘rilene. But the next time you want 
‘a thin soup, try this bouillon in- 
‘stead, based on a stock of leeks 
and carrots, and lightly seasoned 
‘with thyme and bayleaf. Our recipe 
serves six generously. And don’t 





try to make it serve more by dilut- 
ing. A thin soup should be thin in 
texture only. It’s better to eliminate 
soup entireiy than to stretch it un- 
til you’ve erased its flavor. 


HEN you serve your guests pork 
W tenderloin, you are treating them 
to something pretty special, we 

think. Not half enough people are 
familiar with this tender, delicate- 
ly-textured meat, which is one of 
the choicest pork cuts. It is often 
confused with tenderloin 


jwhich belongs in the ham family, 


smoked 





‘and is a much more commonplace 
‘meat. The tenderloin of pork is a 
long, thin roll, and cen be roasted, 
/as is, or cut into slices and frenched 
in patty shapes. The meat has a 
fine flavor which needs nothing but 
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salt and lots oi pepper to heighten 
it. Since you aren’t likely to find 


this cut of meat in your butcher's | 


showease, ask him about it. The 
tenderloins come fresh or frozen 
nowadays, and most butchers will 
do the frenching for you. 

Spinach en casserole may sound 
like the same old thing with a dif- 
ferent name, but you can’t judge a 
dish by its title. Always investigate 
the recipe. This dish is a good ex- 
ample of a better way to serve the 
same old thing. You cook the spin- 
ach itself in the usual manner. But 
from this point on, any similarity 
to plain spinach ceases. For you 
glorify your spinach with an onion- 
lemon-cream sauce and croutons. 
And it’s the crunchiness of the lat- 
ter that makes this dish worth men- 
tioning once, and repeating many 
times. 


HEN a vegetable is truly good, 

we like to concentrate on it and 
not have to spread our appetite 
among several. But since everyone 
doesn’t agree with us, we have in- 
cluded another vegetable—curried 
tomatoes, which besides adding col- 
or to your plate, will give you an- 
other good way to serve tomatoes. 
While a meal should be full of 
flavors, careful 
about mixing too many different 


you have to be 
flavors in a single course. Our salad 
is a case in point. If served as part 
of the main course, its distinct 
would detract the 
good, but less obvious, flavors of

the meat and vegetables. To really 
enjoy this salad, serve it all alone, 
with no competing flavors. The sal- 
ad ingredients are commonplace 
salad makers: lettuce, cucumber, 
sliced eggs. It’s the dressing, as

cheese crumbled in it—plenty of 
cheese, and soft. But the dressing 


alone doesn’t make the salad; it’s

| ON’T think youngsters are the only ones who have fun 
with art games. Try these on your bridge crowd to 
unearth potential Michelangelos—and Freuds. You'll start 
a lot of good talk going. Of course, it’s the stunt value 
that counts, and the games are naturals even for those who 
claim they “can’t even draw a straight line with a ruler.” 


Game I. This proves you can’t believe 
your eyes because people see the same 
thing in different ways. The host takes 
a pile of blank sheets of paper, one for 
each participant. With a pin, he punches 
half a dozen holes at random through 





the whole pile so each sheet has identical perforations. 
Each player is given a sheet and told to use the pattern of 
holes as the basis for an outline drawing. One may come 
up with a portrait of his boss, another with a nice flat 
flounder. The sport, of course, is in comparing what results. 


Game 2. This one is fun for the mem- 
bers of the group who don’t like abstract 
art. Each player starts with a blank sheet 
on which he draws a square, a circle, and 
a triangle. Object of the game is to trans- 
form the geometrical shapes into some- 





thing anybody can recognize. Players are on their own, 
and free to add as many lines as thcy need to turn the 
square, circle or triangle into whatever they please. The 
doodles give the amateur psychologists a field day.

The glaze on Natzler pottery is 
always part of its design, indivisible 
from the rest of the piece and not 
merely an overcoating to hide the 
clay underneath. It is not in any 


sense “decoration” as is so often 


done in the case of less artistic 
ceramics. The glaze. too, is left to

express its characteristics. 
has gone are caught and retained 
on the finished piece, sometimes as 
rough eruptions, sometimes as so- 
lidified drops from its flow or as 
color hues which cannot be ob- 
tained in any other medium.

These somehow miraculous and 
often mysterious colors can only be 
achieved on ceramics, and even 
then only by a thorough knowledge 
of all the various factors involved | 
in producing them.

shop I think it is wise to decide, 
psychologically rather than speci- 
fically, what your house needs. To 
go into the florist’s with no idea of 
what you want is bewildering; to 
go with a fixed idea of what you 
must have is too often courting dis- 
appointment. — 

It is safer to plan in terms of 
generalities, making up your mind 
as to whether the room needs de- 
tail or simplicity, drama or a 
festive touch, or the wistful deli- 
cacy of something exquisite and 
fragile. Then look for the chosen 
quality in whatever flowers are 
available or whichever ones you 
can afford. 

Decide, too, what the room needs 
in the way of color. Will it perk 
up with a touch of fresh pink? Or 
brighten in a gloomy corner with 
a flash of yellow? Does it look 
well in red, or more appealing 
with a flutter_of white somewhere; 
or would it be the better for a 
strong mass of rich, dark jewel 
tones to give needed character? Or, 
how about a quick concentrated 
patch of blue? 

Match up the personality of your 
flowers to the personality of the 
room you are choosing them for, 
and to the vases you will put them 
in. Love-lies-bleeding is Victorian 
in appearance, as well as in name; 
wallflowers and marigolds have a 
copper or wooden bowl personal- 
ity; camellias are an alabaster 
flower; roses can “walk with kings, 
nor lose the common _ touch.” 
Orange calendulas you may con- 
sider too “cottagy” for a sophisti- 
cated room, but the big shaggy 
lemon-yellow ones with brown cen- 
ters are just as inexpensive and 
last just as long. Get what you 
want at the flower shop. 


If your budget is limited, it is 


wise to remember which flowers 
are the best “keepers.” Don’t spend 
your all for pansies, which are 
likely to droop the second day, but 
invest in something with a longer 
life expectancy, like anemones, 
ranunculus, carnations, tulips, and 
eladioli.

that allows air to come into it. It’s 
largely a mechanical virtue. Humus 
increases the soil’s water-holding 
capacity, prevents the washing and 
blowing away of topsoil (known as 
erosion) and the loss of valuable 
minerals in solution with rain 
(known as leaching). The use of 
this rich, dark, carbonaceous ma- 
terial also makes your soil easier 
to cultivate. 

The basic reason why the aver- 
age home gardener cannot depend 
upon an all-compost diet for his 
soil is that he does not know two 
facts: First, he doesn’t know what 
shortages exist in his soil; second, 
even if he is that rare gardener 
who has his soil tested by experts,

available for the asking through 
State Agricultural Stations of al- 
most every state. There need be no 
guesswork about it. Send samples 
of your soil for analysis to learn 
what is missing. Smart farmers 
have done this for years. 

We believe, as do the scientists, 
that you should pay attention both 
to the structure of your soil and 
to its basic nourishment content for 
plants. But, of the two, we believe 
soil feeding by chemical means 
probably is more important to the 
average gardener. Ii the trouble is 
anemia of your earth, it may not be 
apparent to you; it may look like 
good earth and still be deficient. 
You can easily see if the soil is 
hard or lumpy, difficult to culti- 
vate after a rain, or very sandy, 
and you can take steps to correct it, 
through use of compost or manure. 

If you are an all-compost garden- 
er, this analysis may tear apart 
your rosy dreams. But it really 
need not offer a serious problem 
to anyone. For if, in addition to 
your compost, you use a ready- 
prepared chemical: fertilizer, con- 
taining elements known to be most 
needed in the soil of your area, you 
can give your soil all it needs.

Even such a spokes- 
man as the late H. R. Smalley, 
former agronomist of the National 
Fertilizer Association, called or- 
ganic matter “the life of the soil.” 
In a pamphlet by that name, pub- 
lished by the association, he said: 
“Two things are necessary to pre- 
vent waste and to maintain soil fer- 
tility. These two things, organic 
matter and plant food, work in 
partnership.” 

It is the second contention—that 
the use of chemicals is harmful to 
crops—which is vigorously denied 
by scientific authorities. 

Mr. Rodale has stated that you 
can run a garden exclusively with 
the use of compost and “have the 
finest vegetables obtainable, vege- 
tables fit to grace the table of the 
most exacting gourmet.”

In the light of this rudimentary 
chemistry, let’s consider the charg- 
es of the organic gardening school 
against chemical fertilizers: 

Charge 1. Chemical fertilizers 
poison the soil. 

No, because they are not poison 
when you buy them, even if they 
were in their original state. They 
are altered. Magnesium, manga-

Charge 2. Chemical fertilizers 
kill earthworms.

quently called “nature’s plow,” are 
very helpful creatures. They pul- 
verize and aerate the ground, creat- 
ing conditions favorable to absorp- 
tion of rain. They also act as soil 
scavengers, and their castings are 
as rich in elements as the soil in 
which they live. But earthworms 
are alive, moving from unfavorable 
to favorable spots, seeking the same 
food elements other forms of life 
do, avoiding dangerous concentra- 
tions of elements.

These claims never 
have been demonstrated by scien- 
tific studies. Indeed, many experi- 
ment stations have produced strong- 
er and healthier varieties of plants 
with the use of inorganic chemical 
fertilization than they were able to 
grow with compost and organic 
matter. Naturally, the experienced 
gardener knows that proper appli- 
cation of fertilizer calls for no more 
than very small quantities in direct 


contact with the seeds. 


The Use of Compost 


Compost heaps have been a fa- 
miliar part of farming for thou- 
sands of years. Their use has been 
growing steadily in this country in 
recent years. 

Every gardener should know 
what compost is and how to make 
it. There are few gardens that won’t 
be benefited by use of decayed 
green or dry wastes, properly put 
together, and there are none that 
will be harmed by it. The method 
of making compost advocated by 
Organic Gardening Magazine, based 
on the work of Sir Albert Howard, 
is recognized by agricultural au- 
thorities as a good one for home 
gardening. It is outlined in a 
pamphlet called Compost—How to 
Make It, published in 1943. The 
Department of Agriculture also has 
a five-page set of instructions for

ever was an April more joyously 
Vee than this year! After 
a winter of unprecedented cold, 
plus astronomical quantities of 
snow, we northern gardeners will 
be lucky to even see the good earth 
by the end of April, much less 
begin to plant.

For early onions we grow from 
sets Early Yellow Globe which ma- 
tures three weeks before other 
varieties.

In the spring their beautiful foli- 
age is enhanced by clusters of 
tiny pale pink bells. Then comes 
their delicious harvest in summer. 
in the fall the leaves turn a brilliant 
red, and stay on the bush long 
after other trees and shrubs have 
lost their foliage. Even in the win- 
ter they are very decorative, with 
rich, dark red twigs. 

Try making blueberries part of 
your ornamental plantings. To in- 
sure success with them here or in 
your fruit garden, plant them in 
groups to insure fertilization of the 
blossoms, add liberal quantities of 
oak leaf compost or peat moss to 
the soil, and top off with a mulch 
over the shallow roots. Being nat- 
urally plants of acid soil, blue- 
berries do best along the east coast 
and in the Northwest. The several 
fine hybrids of recent years re- 
quire the same conditions as the 
native blueberries. 

Mulching is valuable on other 
fruits too. For instance, in the South 
late spring droughts have a way of 
limiting the raspberry crop. When 
there’s no rain for ten days or two 
weeks, the little fruits—even after 
they are set—-may dry up or just 
fail to develop into any size. South- 
ern gardeners who have experi- 
enced this trouble will be wise to 
put on a mulch of old leaves or 
most anything handy over the roots 
of the plants this spring. Then they 
will be assured of a full crop.

Do not think lightly of the iris borer, for if it is getting started in 
your gerden it will soon become a major insect problem and eradica- 
tion will be difficult, warns Paul A. Kohl of St. Louis. To control it, 
first remove all dry leaves from the iris beds and burn them. Then 
dust the iris once a week with one of the standard DDT preparations 
or mix nine parts of dusting sulphur or tale with one part DDT, 
50 per cent wettable, and add one part Fermate if leaf diseases occur. 


Hf a shrub acts queerly, it pays to investigate. A nannyberry viburnum 
which George Kelly planted last fall leafed out nicely this spring. 
but soon he noticed that the leaves were browning on the edges and 
gradually dropping off. He dug up the shrub and soon found an 
explanation. Its feeding roots had just come into contact with a large 
deposit of plaster from the building next door. He removed this, 
replaced the shrub, added some good soil, and hopes the nannyberry 
will now flourish.

Some day, you may be running 
your car on coal. That statement 
isn’t literally correct, but it’s a good 
bet that one day you'll run your 
car or heat your house with syn- 
thetic fuels that started out as coal 
in the ground. 

Last winter’s unpleasant squeeze 
on petroleum products had one 
good result. It accelerated synthetic 





fuel research tremendously. Many 
of the leading oil companies ac- 
tually started building commercial 
plants to make the fuels. Prac- 
tically all of the companies had 
been studying the processes in their 


(The 


Germans used an expensive process 


laboratories for some time. 


to make ersatz fuel for their war 
machine.) The net result of this 
activity here is that this country 
will eventually have a tremendous 
synthetic petroleum industry to 
back up our dwindling natural re- 
sources of crude oil. 

The new processes have another 
advantage. In addition to producing 
synthetic fuels, they will also be a 
cheap source for a myriad of 
chemicals, including commercial al- 
cohols (used industrially for lac- 


quers and shellacs), and other 
valuable chemicals that come out of 
the process as by-products. And 
from the abundance of such chemi- 
cals, new pharmaceuticals, plastics, 
etc., are certain to develop. 

The synthetic fuel processes can 
begin with coal, which is treated 
with oxygen in a special plant to 
produce a hydrocarbon gas. Some 
day this might be done with un- 
mined coal right in the ground. The 
U. S. Bureau of Mines is testing 
that technique right now in an Ala- 
bama mine. The hydrocarbon gas 
obtained is similar to the “natural 
gas” found in oil deposits. This is 


the same natural gas that is burned 


today in many midwestern homes

Here’s how the synthetic fuels are 
made. When natural gas is burned, 
it combines with oxygen, forms car- 
bon dioxide. But if the amount of 
oxygen is limited, carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen are formed. Both of 
these can burn, and under the 
proper conditions, they can be con- 
verted chemically into high-octane 
gasoline, fuel oil, fuel gases, and 
by-product chemicals. 

3ut such fuels aren’t just around 
the corner. Industry still has plenty 
of processing problems to solve; ob- 
taining the enormous quanities of 
oxygen needed, and getting costs 
down. But synthetic fuels are defi- 
nitely on the way. An interesting 
straw-in-the-wind: One major oil 
company says it can produce syn- 
thetic gasoline at the same cost it 
now produces conventional gas. 

Perhaps the day isn’t too far dis- 
tant when we will use our natural 
petroleum deposits only as a prime 
source for industrial chemicals, and 
our great coal and natural gas re- 
serves as the chief raw material for 
gasoline and heating fuels. 


Fire is the great destroyer. But 
each year new weapons are devised 
to help in our never-ending battle. 
One of the latest: a new coating 
that resists flame. The coating stops 
fire dead in its tracks. For instance. 
fiberboard coated with it can stand 
two hours exposure to a blowtorch 
2,900 degrees 
Fahrenheit. (Untreated board lasts 


spitting heat at 


a few seconds.) The coating is ap- 
plied with brush or spray gun. It 
dries to a hard, white surface, but 


can be tinted to produce any shade. 





When flame hits the coating, the 
surface immediately forms blisters. 
These blisters serve as a heavy in- 
sulating blanket, prevent the flame 
from spreading or penetrating. The 
coating is said to work on wood,

HE funny thing about “the new look” is that it isn’t 

really new. In the case of women’s clothes, it has been 
developing for the last five or six years. In the case of Archi- 
tecture and home furnishings, it has been developing for 
nearly 20 years. 

Neither of the new looks in our lives leaped into being out 
of the blue. Nor did they result from the restless whim of 
single designers or groups of designers, bored with the status 
quo. Both are the products of forces—social and technological 
—which are constantly molding our lives. 

Despite all the press-agentry to the contrary, the looks of 
the things in our lives are molded by us consumers and our 
inventors. Until the gasoline engine was invented, we couldn't 
have designed the automobile. Until lightweight alloys were 
created, we couldn't have the modern#airplane. And until 
women got over their mental attitudes about being men’s 
equals, produced by the suffragette movement, they couldn’t 
(and didn’t) give up the masculine silhouette, which was bur- 
ied with fanfare last fall but which had really been dying for 
at least five years. 

The new look in Architecture has been preceded by a series 
of technical inventions and improvements, which, in turn, have 
produced design changes. The invention of double, insulating 
glass and of really tight, wind-proof windows has freed present- 
day Architecture of the restraints imposed on it because of 
heat losses through glass openings. 

In fact, the biggest single factor in the growth of Modern 
Architecture has been the superb progress made in glass and 
its serviceability in cold climates—either in fixed walls or moy- 
ing windows. Glass and windows have provided a sort of Dec- 
laration of Independence, permitting the indoors and _ the 
outdoors to be designed together as was never possible before. 
So once again, materials and techniques have preceded and 
even encouraged design changes. 

Our national mental attitudes have had an accelerating in- 
fluence, too, on speeding up change. Our ever-growing love 
for the sun and its therapeutic benefits has aided and stimu- 
lated the now technically sound use of glass. The fact that 
vast numbers of people have never personally experienced a 
modern, technically sound use of big glass areas in cold weath- 
er, in houses with efficient heating plants, causes wide scepti- 
cism. It is hard to accept an idea which is so opposite to one’s 
personal experience. But, as thousands of homeowners living 
in generously glazed houses in cold climates will testify, it is 
not madness but sound, practical, and extremely pleasant. To

f{ there were one successful menu that suited all people, all occasions, 

and all seasons, and if we knew it, we should have to build a high 

wall around us, because every innkeeper, restaurateur, hotel manager, 
and homemaker would be beating a path to our door. 

Although two persons may not agree on the foods that comprise the 
successful menu, most will agree that all good menus have one thing in 
common: a distinctive dish—a focal point that makes that meal memor- 
able. The focal point can be anything: a soup, a casserole, a salad, a 
roast, a flaming dessert. But whatever it is, emphasize it, play it up, 
and don’t surround it with so many food companions that it will be lost 
in the shuffle. 

This process of learning to star one dish often means discarding a 
lot of food ideas which are hangovers from childhood—the notion, for 
instance, that you aren’t “setting a good table” unless the cloth can’t 
be seen for the dishes set on it. It will undoubtedly mean lopping off 
courses and side dishes which do little more than fill space on the table. 
For sheer weight of a number of courses never made a successful menu. 
Two courses can do it as easily as six, and at the same time make enter- 
taining a lot simpler for the hostess-cook. 

The art of developing successful menus takes practice and much 
conviction.

weary, Hawaii is the sun-drenched, 
moon-struck, and flower-smothered syno- 
nym for getting away from it all. It sug- 
gésts a Utopia of tropical islands, white 
beaches (and sometimes black, green, or 
red), palm trees waving in the soft trade 
winds, blazing blue skies, and twilit for- 
ests of jungle trees and giant ferns. It is 
a dream of volcanic mountains, sheer, 
sea-battered cliffs, bright fields of golden 
pineapple and waving sugar cane. It 
stands for romance bracketed, accom- 
panied by soft music and the melancholy 
roll of the surf at night. 

And, curiously enough, the reality of 
Hawaii is all this and even more than 
the most starry-eyed romantic ever 
dreams it could be. 

Providence endowed these 20 Pacific 
islands with the magical wherewithal 
for relaxing the human body and soul— 
and, anything Providence left out, the 
inhabitants seem to have filled in hand- 
somely. There are superb luxury hotels, 
bungalows, and ranches or camping hos- 
telries by the sea or in the cool, 
mountainous uplands to fit every taste 
and budget. There is swimming, surf 
riding in outrigger canoes, polo, golf, 
tennis, sailing. And in the mountains 
of the largest island, Hawaii, which has 


given its name to the whole ‘group 


of islands, there is even skiing three 
months of the year. You may hike or be 
driven through the most astounding 
scenery you will ever hope to see. 
Someone—for Hawaii is like this—will 
probably arrange for you to attend a 
luau, or native feast, which usually 
centers around a succulent pig, wrapped 
in broad ti leaves and slow-roasted for 
hours in a pit in the ground. If you 
are so minded, you may visit churches, 
schools, monuments, historical sites, and 
museums to your heart’s content. (Spend 
a few hours at the Academy of Art 
in Honolulu, considered by many who 
know museums best to be the most perfect 
small museum in the world.) 

Every visitor does some of these things. 
But whoever travels with the ulterior mo- 
tive of collecting ideas on how to make 
living better at home will find Hawaii 
as full of inspirations as it is of papayas. 
In this paradisiacal climate, where life 
is geared to an average temperature in 
the seventies, you may discover such 
things as how to keep yourself and your 
family cool during a mainland summer.

Steps as a garden 


@ Plant a garden in little-traveled steps. Plants give 
charm and relieve the severity of stone surface 











ls your property just the ordinary suburban lot with no 
view or handsome trees to distinguish it? Then let steps 
provide the glamour! You can make steps so important 
and beautiful that no one will ever miss the lack of natural 
beauty features. 

You can give steps importance by increasing their 
over-all size, by adding extra elements like cheek walls 
and posts, and by a careful choice of building materials. 
Build your main steps wider and heavier than incidental 
ones of little importance to the general design. But be sure 
that any steps you build are in proportion to their sur- 
roundings. Avoid making them monumental in feeling in 
an average-size garden. Study the steps on these pages and 
you -will notice how well they fit into each scene, both 
in proportion and in mood. 

In designing steps, first consider their over-all width. 
A width of five feet will allow two persons to walk side 


by side. Steps over five feet can be considered wide. 





Steps as a retaining wall 


@ To open up two garden areas, use very broad steps, as you would connect 
two much-used rooms with a wide arch indoors. Steps used in this way act as 
a retaining wall as well. In the garden at right, brick steps connect lawn level 
jwith terrace in a gravel surface. In the garden, below right, the combination 
Isteps-retaining wall are angled at one corner to act as a cheek wall and 
to face a lawn bay with chairs Broader still are the brick steps in the 
}pool scene below These really serve a triple function: as retaining wall 
land as benches, in addition to being steps.

Steps can be wonderful | 


Width is partly determined by the number of steps. If the 
diference in elevation requires more than five steps, they 
can be called a flight, and narrowed considerably to give 
them a lighter, less monumental look. 

Then, consider riser-tread relationship. That used in- 
doors would look cramped outdoors. Where a riser of 
seven to seven and one-half inches to a tread of eleven 
to eleven and one-half inches is used in your house, a 
riser of four and one-half inches to a tread of seventeen 
and one-half inches is comfortable and attractive on a 
broad flight of garden steps; or a six and one-half inch 
riser to a fourteen-inch tread for a flight of narrow out- 
door steps. 

Finally, you will want to consider the style and general 
feeling that your steps should express. If they are within 
view of the house, the house will set the key. Generally, 


the farther they are from a set pattern of design, the more 


informal your steps can be.

Others—apparently expecting miracles—are sorely disappointed 
when their tulips do not bloom year after year, without attention, in the 
sizable glory of their first-season flowers. : 

The simple truth is that the tulip bulbs that you will plant this fall 
have been grown under nearly ideal conditions and, unless you can re- 
peat these conditions in your tulip beds, the flowers will be smaller, 
though still showy, the second year. The results that you get from 
your bulbs in successive years depend, first, on the quality of the bulbs 
you buy, second, on the location of your garden—both as to region of 
the country and as to the particular local area—and, third, on the 
preparation you give the soil before planting and the attention you give 
your bulbs after they bloom. Often, quirks of climate or soil can be 
corrected by a little extra effort on your part. 

These facts are borne out by what tulip dealers have to say on sources 
of bulbs. To give you top bloom, bulbs are grown under the most ideal 
climatic and soil conditions in Holland and in limited sections of the 
United States, particularly in the Northwest. Even in Holland, some 
areas are better than others for tulip culture. Areas within a few miles

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HOW TO SUCCEED 
WITH YOUR FLOWER BORDER 


By John A. Grant and Carol L. Grant 
















Beginning a 
series of six major articles on the 
design and management of her- 
baceous borders—that most diffi- 
cult of all gardening projects. 


Three experts will contribute to 





this important series. It will in- 
clude the uses of annuals, both 
hardy and tender bulbs, as well 


as perennials. 


he first and greatest fundamental truth about her- 
baceous plants (flowers) is that, so far as the 
garden design is concerned, they are not structural. 
They are the flesh clothing the structure, giving the 
softness and color. Without garden structure, herbace- 
ous plants cannot possibly show off to best advantage 
they will be a formless and usually heterogeneous 
conglomeration of plants. 


Most of the mistakes that are made in using herba- 


ceous plants stem from the unconscious attempt to use 
them as though they were structural materials. If you 
analyze the borders and herbaceous plantings that you 
have found pleasing, you will realize that they were 


supported by a strong structural background and frame. 
Walls, fences, or hedges may have provided structure 
in a formal or semi-formal arrangement, or the flowers 
may have been strongly framed by shrub groupings. 
When they have this background and frame, flowers 
are like jewels in an appropriate setting. (See “bad,” 
“better,” “best,” on page 151.) 

Another point of prime importance in connection 
with herbaceous plants is that the plants as a whole 
are attractive for a comparatively short time. Also, the 
majority require much higher maintenance than trees 
and shrubs, and a garden devoted to them is bound to 
look unattractive for long periods unless the area is 
consistently and intensively groomed. This combination 
of high maintenance, short term effectiveness, and non- 
structural growth means that experienced gardeners do 
not attempt gardens devoted exclusively to perennials 
or other herbaceous plants. 

Exceptions occur in large estates in which indi- 
vidual, segregated gardens are devoted to flower borders 
or one-flower gardens, e.g., iris gardens, chrysanthe- 
mum gardens, etc. In these cases you don’t have to look 
at these gardens except when they are at their prime. 
But this treatment is not practical unless you actually 
have a large estate. It is a fallacy to think you can 
adapt the “flowers only” idea to a small area and still 
enjoy your garden through the year. People who 
attempt this inevitably become dissatisfied. 

What is the solution then? Perennials, annuals, and 
bulbs certainly do have a welcome place in every 
garden. The secret is to plan your garden so that it 
will be effective and satisfying without any herbace- 
ous plants. Then add them for seasonal color. By plan- 


ning in this way, you do not (Continued on page 159)

miss seasonal plants when they are out of bloom, and 
you get the fullest pleasure from them when they are in 
bloom because they are framed by permanent planting. 

Do not demand too much of your border planting. 
Keep it simple. Then you won’t be disappointed. You 
often hear long dissertations on how to have masses of 
bloom all summer long. Such promises are like politi- 
cians’ election speeches. They are seldom practical and 
present a false objective. The realistic approach is to 
take one limited area and feature in it plants which 
are at their peak of effectiveness at one season—in 
spring and early summer, for instance. (See plan on 
page 149.) Then use another area for plants which 
are at their height in midsummer, and another for those 
which bloom in the fall. (See plan above.) 

This does not mean that when each area is not in 
full bloom it will be a complete blank. There can be 
light touches of color at other times in the growing 
season. But if you try for a constant succession of 
bloom within one small space, you will find that you 
inevitably end up with a spotty effect. 

It stands to reason that there just is not room for

in one small space. A constant succession of masses 
of bloom in one limited area is a fallacy, so far as 
practical gardening is concerned. On the other hand. 
there are many useful tricks for introducing touches 
of color successfully throughout the season. For ex- 
ample, interplant baby dahlias among peonies, and plant 
them late enough in the season so that they come up 
through the peony foliage well after the peonies are 
through blooming. Taller dahlias can be inter-planted 
through delphiniums toward the back of the border. A 
summer-flowering clematis vine can be trained on stakes 
or on a fence at the back of the border and draped down 
over perennials that have begun to get untidy. 

Before you actually plan your flower planting, con- 
sider very carefully just how much time you can give 
to your flowers. Unless you have unlimited time—or 
unlimited means and a good gardener—the backbone 
of your planting should be composed of perennials 
which require comparatively little care and infrequent 
division; for example, peonies, which go on develop- 
ing from year to year. Use some annuals, especially 
toward the front. Many popular ones like petunias, 


geraniums, and snapdragons will give color almost all 














summer long. Bulbs, like tulips, which must be taken 
up almost every year to get the best results, are expen- 
sive to maintain, although well worth the investment 
for their breath-taking spring effect. Daffodils and some 
of the lilies which may be naturalized among shrubs, 
on the other hand, require practically no care. (See 
plan on page 149.) If you choose your herbaceous 
plants carefully from the standpoint of the care they 
need, and not take on more than you can manage, you 
will get more enjoyment and less exasperation from 
your herbaceous planting. 

The next thing to watch is that too great a range of 
color, or too many varieties of plants, are not crowded 
into the planting space. If you have a long border, say 
of 150 feet, it is possible to start with magenta at one 
end and comfortably work in easy sweeps of color to 
scarlet at the other. Commencing with scarlet, you 
work into orange-scarlet and gradually down into the 
soft oranges, orange-yellow, on through the yellows 
with orange in them through to pure yellow, then into 
the sulphur-yellows and the pale yellows with just a 
tinge of green in them, down through palest primroses 
to cream and finally white. Then start working up 
into cream and pale pink, clear pinks (those with 
neither a tinge of blue nor yellow), then the paler 
blue-pinks or rose-pinks, gradually strengthening into 
a vivid rose-pink, and finally intense crimson. 

It is necessary to use this kind of graduated sequence 
of warm flower colors. If you telescope it and try to 
jump too rapidly—for example, from scarlet to yellow 
to white within a small space—without the intermediate 
steps, you will lose the effect of a sequence and get 
more of a feeling of a kaleidoscopic jumble of color. 

This is given not as any hard and fast rule but as 
the simplest kind of yardstick for estimating the color 
range that you can use within a given space. So, if you 
have 50 feet at your disposal, you can plan to work 
out approximately one-third of the whole warm color 
sequence. Warm flower colors are most often effective 
in these related gradations, and, while there could be 
many exceptions, this works out in practice as a fine 
simple rule to follow. The longer you work with it the 
more you will understand its value. 

The cool flower colors—blues, lavenders, and purples 
—are generally most interesting if used in a series of 
contrasts to a warm color sequence. In this way, the 
cool colors are like an accompaniment in music that 
enhances the beauty of a vocal or instrumental solo but 
is always kept subordinate. Foliage color also acts as 
a cool color contrast to the warm flower colors, and this 


cool color predominance is one (Continued on page 254)

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he first breath of spring stirs the restless dust of 
deep race memories.

Too far, says a reader who supports 


the “people first” theory of design 


Dear Madam Editor: 

I have just read the article, 
"The Secret of Making a Garden Look 
Natural," from your March issue. The 
ecological data on relation of 
foliage color to plant environment I 
find very interesting. But the basic 
premise which you state in the intro- 
duction to your article that "the best 
garden is the one in which you cannot 
tell where nature ends and man begins" 
is, I believe, an entirely untenable 
one for garden design. It is, I know, 
The notion that 
garden design attempts to copy nature 
as closely as possible is one of those 
easy formulae we have accepted that 
leads very pleasantly into blind 
alleys. 


extremely popular. 


There is no more reason for a 
garden to imitate nature than a 
painting. We have outgrown the feel= 
ing that the great painter is one who 
paints a rose to look exactly, vein 
for vein, thorn for thorn, and mildew 
for mildew, like the favorite rose 
growing in your garden. Sculptors no 
longer feel it necessary to sculpt 
life-size the exact reproduction of a 


man's likeness, complete with warts.

Nor is architecture trying to repro- 
duce a cave, complete with stalag- 
mites, stalactites, and bats, for 
people to live in (merely adding 
radiant heating). 

Garden design is a combination 
of all these art forms and many 
others. Why do they not have to copy 
nature and a garden be expected to? 

There is a romanticism abroad in 
the land that says a rose is a rose 
is a rose, and a garden is a garden 
is a garden, only if it looks as if 
the last glacier left it that way. 

And if it were a bulldozer that built 
it instead, you must push ice cubes 
in front of the blade to make it seem 
authentic. 

This sort of reasoning leads 
nowhere except to a waste of ice 
cubes. It certainly doesn't give you 
a garden that's fun to live in. Nor 
a work of art--which a garden should 
be to be worth its salt. 

The fact of the matter is that a 
garden is man-made, and, like any 
honest man-made product, should show 
the hand that built it--not bite it, 

This is not a new idea. As far 
back as Egyptian times and in the days 
of Pompeii, gardens were built as a 
functional art to serve the people who 
lived in them. 

If I were going to substitute 
anything in place of your statement 
that "the best garden is the one in 
which you cannot tell where nature ends 
and man begins" it would be that "a 
good garden is one which fulfills best 
the needs of the people who live 
ELT teroyi 

Naturally this varies as much as 
people do. There are families who 
love to play badminton, and their 
gardens should include courts for this 
purpose. Some entertain large groups 
of guests and they should have facil- 
ities for this purpose. Some like to 
experiment with the ecological adjust- 
ment of plants to their environment 
and their gardens should include areas 
for these scientific experiments. 
There are people--and lots of them-- 
who want to do no more than sit on the 
terrace with a cigar in one hand and 
a Scotch and soda in the other and 
just plain relax, having neither the

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panels, so that the whole interior 
may be flung wide open and become 
one with garden and grounds. These 
windows are placed with great care. 
not only for cross ventilation but 
to frame a view. 

Not only is indoors made part 
of outdoors as closely as possible. 
but the reverse is also true. Thus 
a tree may be preserved or even 
planted so that it actually grows 
through the floor and up through 
the roof of a lanai. Vines may be 
lured inside and trained to cover 
a ceiling or wall of a living room 
or chamber. 

Such a free flow of living would 
lose its charm if it were exposed 
to public view. Therefore hedges 
are planted thickly between the 
yard and the sidewalk. A hedge 
which is easy to grow in this cli- 
mate but which might be adapted 
to others not so mild, may consist 
first of privet on the street side. 
Next comes a row of coconut palms. 
and then a hedge of hibiscus and. 
along the base of the latter, a row 
of geraniums. Easily maintained. 
such a hedge not only completely 
shields the grounds. but so muffles 
sound that the voices and footsteps 
of passers-by cannot be heard. 

These fundamental features— 
the union of indoors and out, the 
complete privacy no matter how 
large or small the surrounding 
grounds, the many large, strategi- 
cally placed windows—may be ob- 
tained in various styles of architec- 
ture and incorporated in bungalow 
and mansion.

A spring menu, 
anyway. For much of the goodness 
of this dish depends on tender small 
new potatoes, tiny white onions— 
young, delicately flavored vege- 
tables which have not been around 
too long. 

This casserole is a meal in itself, 
but because it is rich in flavor, it 
needs the sharpness of something 
green to round it out. And because 
no spring menu is complete without 
asparagus, we have crowned our 
main course with chilled asparagus 
dressed with a spicy sauce, and 
garnished with watercress.

and leave, wreathed in pikaki or 
shell ginger or orchids. If you 
make a call, you present a /ei to 
your hostess—a nice amenity to 
remember if you have a note of 
introduction. There are so many 
different kinds of flowers, and such 


flamboyant ones grow so com- 


monly—hibiscus. oleander. cup of 
gold, bird of paradise, anthurium, 
gardenia, for example—that you 
sometimes have difficulty believing 
your own eyes. 

But when flowers are cut and 
arranged for the house, pains are 
taken never to have too many in a 
room and never to crowd any in- 
dividual arrangement. Indeed it is 
a Japanese belief—and many Amer- 
ican women living in the islands 
study flower arrangement with Jap- 
anese teachers—that a massed 
bunch of flowers indicates that the 
room is prepared not for a friend 
but for someone the hostess hopes 
will make only the briefest call. 

Very tall flowers, the striking 
torch ginger, for instance, and 
huge spider lilies, are often placed 
in large pottery containers on the 
floor and almost reach the ceiling. 
A stunning effect is made by taking 
long stalks of bamboo, about the 
diameter of a pencil, spreading 
them so that they stand fan-shaped 
in a vase and sticking one bright 
hibiscus flower without leaves on 
each sharp point. The hibiscus lives 
only for a day, and will keep fresh 
without water for that length of 
time. But whatever flowers are used, 
there must not be too many in any 
container or too many containers 
in any one room. 

Fruits and gourds on polished 
wood platters may give a change 
from flowers, but the same rule ap- 
plies to these as to the flowers and 
the furniture—restraint, not con- 
elomeration, is the effect desired. 


EW of us in the States can afford 

the wide, polished floor boards 
characteristic of Hawaiian houses. 
Even if we had the boards, we 
would have difficulty finding ser- 
vants to keep them shining and 
dustless. But our conventional 
hardwood or linoleum floors may 
give a similar effect by the elimina- 
tion of too many or too thick rugs.

the browning is really caused by 
beetle grubs. Drought or disease 
can also produce this kind of dis- 
coloration in spring. To do this the 
gardener makes a clean cut in the 
turf, a foot or more long and three 
or four inches deep. Rolling back 
the grass, he will find the thick. 
dirty white grubs, one-half to one 
inch long, clinging to the roots. He 
should make a count, for 20 or 
more to the square foot can ruin 
turf in short order. 

The next step is to estimate the 
size of the lawn in square feet and 
to buy enough chlordane dust to 
cover the area. The dust is sold in 
five-pound packages under a num- 
ber of trade names (among them, 
Chlordust, S-W Chlor-Spra, R-H, 
Toxiclor. Colorado 44, Cook-Kill, 
Synklor, and Dowklor) and is used 
at the rate of five pounds of five 
per cent dust to 1.000 square feet. 
It should be dusted over the turf by 
hand or with any tool that will give 
even distribution, and immediately 
washed in with a thorough sprink- 
ling from the garden hose. Heavy 
watering, either artificially or by 
rain, is necessary to start action. 
It insures maximum penetration of 
the toxicant in minimum time, and 
the grubs become innocuous in 48 
hours. In seven days a mortality of 
about 97 per cent can be expected 
and the action will continue 
through the following weeks to give 
total kill of the spring grubs and 
those that hatch from summer-laid 
eggs. 

The gardener should not delay 
until late May or June to treat his 
lawn with chlordane, DDT or lead 
arsenate. Applications had much 
better be made early in the spring. 
They can be made at any time when 
the soil is not frozen. In plots 
treated in 1947 with chlordane, be-

are buying—we know if it is sweet 
and red or pale and dry. 

Sut though they are useful, these 
borrowed terms really don’t tell us 
what the wine is like. Our wines 
are not the same thing as the

- fornia Pinot Chardonnay is as dif- 


ferent from a French Chablis as 
one French wine is from another. 
It is not a matter of quality, but 
of taste, and the taste is deter- 
mined by the type of grape used, 
the region in which it is grown, 
and the way in which the wine is 
made. The same grape grown in 
different regions will produce dif- 
ferent wines. 

To help us know our wines for 
what they really are, some of the 
best American vintners now include 
two important facts on their labels. 
facts which are at the heart of an 
honest, all-American wine termi- 
nology: 


I. The name of the region in which 
the grapes were grown. 

2. The name of the grapes from 
which the wine was pressed. 


These may appear instead of 
European term like “Claret” or 
“Burgundy,” or in addition to it. 
Look for them when you are buy- 
ing the more expensive wines, and 
let your own taste teach you what 
they mean. 

The other important factors on 
the label are the vintage year and 
the brand name. The former, 
though it is often given, is less 
important for most American wines 
than for the European, since there 
is less variation between one season 
and another in this country. Many 
of our wines, especially the whites, 
are best when young. 

srand names of American wines 
have about the same value as the 
estate or chateau names on French 
labels.

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nation fertilizer-weed killer. Aero 
Cyanamid Granular contains more 
than 20 per cent nitrogen to feed 
the crop and 70 per cent hydrated 
lime to condition the soil. This is 
applied directly on the asparagus 
rows in a band 18 inches wide, 
when weeds are less than an inch 
high. The material is used in dust 
form at the rate of one pound to 
30 feet of row or one pound to 40 
feet on sandy soil. After killing the 
shallow-rooted weeds, it disinte- 
grates in the soil, releasing nitro- 
gen to the crop. 

Asparagus beds are mulched 
with manure in the fall after the 
foliage has yellowed enough to be 
cut to the ground. It is then culti- 
vated in in the spring. If manure 
is not obtainable, use a mulch of 
humus and supplement it in the 
spring with commercial fertilizer 
using 25 pounds to an area of 
1,000 square feet. 

Asparagus freezes superbly. 
Fresh cut from the garden and 
quickly frozen, it is a totally differ- 
ent vegetable from the commercial 
pack which is often tough and 
bitter. 


We began to grow celery several 
years ago, mainly because we use 
so much of it in our tomato juice. 
The green leaves of celery are easy 
to dry and store in glass jars for 
use all winter as flavoring for stews, 
pot-roasts, and soups. Although 
celery is always delicious raw, try 
braising it in the French manner. 


Braised Celery 


Split the hearts in half length- 
wise. Brown 1 tablespoon of onion 
in 2 tablespoons of butter. Add salt 
and pepper and 2 cups of chicken 
or beef stock. Pour this mixture 
over the celery in a shallow, cov- 
ered pan. and simmer until tender. 
Then uncover, place in a moderate 
oven until moisture is absorbed and 
the celery is brown. Delicious baked 
with Parmesan cheese, too. 7 

Celery is not difficult to grow, 
once you understand its require- 
ments. They are: a soil rich in or- 
ganic matter, liberal feeding during 
the growing season, and—since its 
native habitat is in marshy places 
—plenty of water. Seeds can be 
started now or plants can be pur- 
chased. 

This is the culture we practiced, 
and it works very well. Give seed- 
lings three inches of space and grow 
them along in the seed bed until 
late June or July. Then transplant 
them into a trench a foot wide and 
nine inches deep, to the bottom of 
which you have dug in a liberal 
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quantity of well-rotted manure 
humus. Space plants eight in¢ 
apart in the trench. As they gr 
gradually hill up the soil aro 
them or add paper collars to ble 
the stalks.

WRaspberries are always expensive, 
even at the peak of the season 
because of their perishability. This 
is good reason to grow them, and 
another is their value as frozen 
fruit. Since they produce suckers 
freely, even a few plants will pro- 
vide many new plants for the fol- 
lowing year. 

Our system of growing 
berries is easy and practical be- 
cause it keeps the fruit clean. In 
the early spring all thin canes are 
cut off at the base of the plants 
and the rest are cut back one-third 


rasp- 


to one-half their length. Every three 
or four feet stakes are put in and 
heavy twine in a continuous line is 
stretched between. This supports 
the curving canes as they grow and 
keeps the fruit off the ground. 
When the canes have finished bear- 
ing, along in August, these old 
canes are cut to the ground, leav- 
ing only the new wood, which will 
bear next year’s fruit. Then we fol- 
low with fertilizer in the fall and 
a mulch in the spring, after suck- 
ers are cut out and replanted. Thus 
raspberries produce delicious fruit 
with a minimum of care. 

Our original plants were set out 
nine seasons ago and produced un- 
til last year. Then I replanted suck- 
ers for a new bed. We've started 
many raspberry beds elsewhere by 
giving suckers from our original 
plants to friends. Taylor, Latham, 
Newburgh. and Indian Summer are 
excellent varieties. Indian Summer 
ripens ten days earlier than the 
others and also produces a second 
small crop in the fall on the current 
season’s growth. A newcomer, Sep- 
tember, developed by the Geneva 
Experiment Station, two 
weeks earlier than Indian Summer.

“two to three times its own diam- 
eter from bulb top to soil level” 
usually recommended. At greater 
depth your bulbs will hold their 
size better because they will put 
out fewer bulblets; also they will 
be far enough in the ground to 
escape harm from cultivating or 
shallow digging. 

Dig holes for your bulbs with an 
ordinary trowel or with a dibber or 
other special tool, whichever works 
easiest for you. A little sand in the 
bottom of each hole and surround- 
ing the bulb gives better drainage 
and keeps manure from direct con- 
tact with the bulbs. 

Growing bulbs in a special bed 
by themselves is a relatively simple 
matter. But maintaining groups of 
tulips in a perennial border makes 
for complications. Then it is best 
to allot the bulbs to special spots. 
For instance, you can plant them in 
groups directly back ofa foreground 
planting of low perennials and in- 
terspersed with others; then the 
perennial foliage will partly hide 
yellowing of foliage after bloom.

terrace, placed at either “end of a 
garden bench, at the base of a post 
or house corner, or at the turn of 
a path. 

It will also be worth planning on 
a few extra pot plants to drop into 
important spots in your borders. 
For instance, pots of caladiums can 
be placed between plants in the 
foreground of a group of the broad- 
leaved plantain-lilies or hostas; 
both have leaves that match _per- 
fectly in size and shape, and the 


rich blend of rose, white. and green

Next. assemble all available large 
pots and wooden tubs.

You can use a sizable specimen of 
any of these plants as the nucleus 
of a potted plant group. 

The chrysanthemum is one of the 
few hardy perennials that grows 
well restricted by a pot. First to 
bloom, in July, is the group known 
as azaleamums or cushion-chrysan- 
themums. Later come the early 
English types, tender in many areas 
but worth overwintering in a cold- 
frame. The pompons such as Yel- 
Button, 


when pinched back, will stay rea-

sonably compact. In fact, any chrys- 
anthemums will do for pot culture, 
except tall varieties that grow too 
gawky. 

Finally, to prepare for a full 
season of color from potted plants 
in 1949, place your order this sum- 
mer for hardy bulbs, starting with 
the crocuses, progressing through 
the daffodils and hyacinths, and 
ending with a succession of early 
and late tulips to give a full three 
months of bulb bloom. When the 
bulbs arrive this fall, pot them up 
in the same bulb pans which grew 
your annuals, bury the potted bulbs 
in a foot of soil in a trench or frame 
over winter, unearth them in late 
winter and force them slowly in a 
cool room in early spring. When 
they are in bud, put them in a pro- 
tected outdoor sun-pocket. to Hower 
at least a week or two earlier than 
similar bulbs in outdoor beds. If 
heavy frost threatens when they are 
first outdoors, give them some pro- 
tection or whisk the smaller groups 
indoors. 

In November, various lilies will 
arrive for potting. Then, in January 
or February, you will pot up tuber- 
ous begonias and calla lilies. sow

ave you ever noticed how much farther the 
ll sun comes into your rooms in winter than in 
summer? That is because the sun is much farther 
south and rides lower in the sky in the winter 
time. Being lower, it can reach farther into your 
rooms. That’s the main reason that solar house 
design is possible. By calculating the angles of 
the sun in your latitude, your architect can plan 
the width of the roof overhang so that it acts 


as a built-in awning in the summer—yet is not 


so wide as to prevent winter sun heat from 
warming your rooms when you need it.

You can use a lot of glass in a cold climate if you har- 
ness the heat that comes from the sun, free. Heat 
caught from the sun offsets the heat loss through glass 
at night. Of course, you still need good heating, in- 
sulation, and weatherstripping. Study this $19,500 
solar house.

olar houses are sun-harnessing houses. For, if you can catch 

it, there is a fantastic amount of heat in the winter sun— 
even in cold climates. Therefore, a solar house is designed to 
trap this heat, through large south-facing windows. 

A solar house should be designed this way: 1. Have as much glass 
as possible facing south. This will allow you to bring into your 
rooms a great deal of the sun’s heat. 2. Guard against heat loss from 
the house. This is done with those old standbys—insulation and 
weatherstripping. 3. Heat the house efficiently—as you should any 
house. 4. Provide summer shade for all solar windows. If you are 
building a new house this will probably be done by overhangs on 
south windows so that the summer sun will not reach glass areas and 
soak into the room. (For ways to protect any window from summer 
solar heat see article on pages 92-95.) 

Windows can be the familiar kind. Or they can be like those in this 
house, where the glass is fixed and ventilation comes through those 
horizontal louvers behind which are hinged panels that open to let 
air in. Screening is placed between the louvers and these panels, 
where it stays summer and winter. These ventilating panels. can be 
opened without fear of rain entering the house. Solar windows, 


like any windows, should be double glazed—either with storm sash 





or insulating glass. 

The solar house pictured on the next seven pages was built by the 
Solaray Corporation in South Natick, Mass., as part of their solar 
subdivision. It was designed by architects Saltonstall and Morton, 
and was site-planned and landscaped by Shurcliff & Shurcliff. It 


will be open for public inspection during May and June.

Its Low Cost 


Selling price: $20,000, including plot and land- 
scaping. Size of plot: 140 feet x 295 feet. 
Area, including basement: 2,870 square feet. 
Cubage, including basement: 23,390 cubic feet. 
Unit costs: $7 per square foot, or 85.5¢ per 
cubic foot with garage area figured at one-half, 
due to its less-unit cost.

higher and higher in the summer sky the need for 
harnessing sun heat lessens. And you welcome an over- 
hanging roof or anything else to block off the sun’s 
heat rays from the glass of your windows. 

You'd literally roast in a solar house in the summer 
if you'd let the sun shine on the glass. So doesn’t it 
follow that in any house the windows facing the sun 
are vulnerable to sun rays? Glass stops very little sun 
heat. In summer, about 85 per cent of it gets through. 

This may sound puzzling in view of the fact that 
windows were once used primarily to let in the sunlight. 
But any time that you get direct sunlight, you also get 
direct sun heat. So you must control the heat part of 
it according to the season. 

By thinking of sunlight and sun heat together, it’s 
easy to be fooled into imagining that drawing the shades 
or blinds or curtains on the inside of the window will 
block them both out. You will stop light, yes. But the heat 
that came through the glass is already in the room, and.

| pad means different things to different people: a star sapphire, a swim- 
ming pool, an Oriental rug, a Chippendale breakfront. To me the essence 
of luxury is flowers, a house filled with them. Flowers everywhere—on my 
breakfast table, in the bathroom, on the landing—give me a feeling of wealth 
that other women may get from jewels or furs. 

I garden quite simply to indulge in this luxury, one which I could never 
afford otherwise. My garden is a fierce mixture of things, a wonderful, 
unrelated hodgepodge having no connection with the organized clutter of a 
formal garden, totally ignorant of privet hedges and boxwood edgings. 
I keep it so jam-packed full I can never see the holes for the flowers. 

I am against worked-over, manicured, groomed-to-the-teeth gardens. My 
taste in gardens is like my taste in clothes. I like them both simple, casual, 
uncomplicated, untricked-up. I prefer good lines to sequin dooddads; the 
single petunia to the double, double, double one; the plain tulip to its 
fancy-pants cousin. 

I grow old-fashioned flowers. For example, fuchsias for their incredibly 
sophisticated color. And begonias, a whole school of aesthetics unto them- 
selves. And geraniums, especially the scented-leaved ones, which are short 
on bloom but incredibly long on the most provocative fragrance in the world. 

By my own yardstick, | am a wealthy woman. I own no jewels, but 
I have a greenhouse with trees beaded in camellias. In winter I can carry 
the whole tree into the house and stand it complacently in the middle 
of the living room, if I choose. Or I can just clip the blossoms and lay 
them in damp moss (much less browning than floating them in water) 
on a lovely old majolica leaf, all of which feeds my soul extravagantly.

f you want a border that is at its best at this time 

of year, you'll want to make major use of some such 
vigorous flowers as delphiniums, peonies, and iris. But 
although they all like the same cultural conditions (full 
sun and rich well-fertilized, sweet—not acid—garden 
soil), they are not so sympathetic with each other on 
the count of flower shape and form unless skillfully com- 
posed together. 

So this type of border poses a major design problem 
of how to combine effectively spike and round-headed 
flower forms without producing a jumpy, jumbled effect. 
For it is not easy to achieve a carefully-worked-out dra- 
matic massing of the round-headed form against the spike. 
in such a way that it builds up structurally like the move- 
ments of a mighty and well-built musical symphony.

notes into musical ideas or themes and developing 
these into a symphony. The construction of the simplest 
symphony is relatively complex and yet every symphony 
conforms to the laws of harmony. Each individual com- 
poser produces distinctly individual symphonies, but 
there are certain basic underlying principles of con- 
struction which are evident in all. So it is with grouping 
flowers in your border.

it seems to be a translation into 
sound of our own personal lan- 
suage, that it contains—by what 
magic we do not know—an inti- 
mate appeal, and that it uses lib- 
erally both romance and humor.

others. The essential of friendliness 
is the willingness to be friends, and 
that outgoing quality can also be 
found in music.

If my interest in 
music were in the beginning stage, 
I would choose the music of the 
first category. It occurred to me 
that it might be appropriate—par- 
ticularly in so easygoing a month 
as June—to prepare a list of or-

course, the choice is enormous and 


friendly music. 


must be individual (what can be 
more individual than the choice of 
friends?), but just to show you 
what I mean, here are a half dozen 
suggestions—all major and impor- 
tant works, all fine and enduring 
music, and incidentally all avail- 
able on records for summer listen- 
ing: 

Mendelssohn: [talian Symphony. 
Mendelssohn came from a wealthy 
family. His father could permit him 
the luxury of traveling, and so 
when Felix was twenty-one, he 
eagerly hied himself to Italy. Italy 
did not fail to live up to its reputa- 
tion, did not fail to make the 
glorious impression on the young 
Felix that it had made on so many 
hundreds of receptive minds before 
and since. 

While Mendelssohn was in Italy, 
he began to compose the /talian 
Symphony. He completed it two 
years later. It is a work of bright 
and southern excitement, full of 
sunny weather. Its last movement 
is especially captivating; it is called 
a saltarello, and it is built on the 
rhythm of an Italian dance, a par- 
ticularly athletic and lusty dance. 
Recommended recording: Kousse- 
vitzky and Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra. Victor. 

Schubert: Unfinished Symphony. 
Here is one of the mysteries of 


music. Nobody knows why Schu-

bert left the symphony unfinished 
why there are only two movement 
instead of the classic four. Schuber 
was twenty-five years old when h 
wrote it. He had only another si 
years to live, but within that tim 
he could well have finished th 
work. Indeed, he completed a muc 
larger and longer symphony afte 
he had laid aside the Unfinished 
Did Schubert’s inspiration run out? 
That is hardly likely, since withi 
the 22 minutes which it takes t 
perform the two movements of th 
symphony there is to be heard som 
of the most beautiful lyric musi 
written for the orchestra and ther 
is no evidence that Schubert coul 
not have carried on. 

Did Schubert, who poured fort 
ideas so quickly that he wai 
capable of dashing off a complet 
song while a friend was waiting t 
take him for a walk, simply forge 
about this work? That too seem 
improbable. One might neglect 
song, but Schubert coul 
hardly have treated a major sym 
phony with so much off-handedness 


even 





Did he finish the symphony an 
are the other two movements lost 
If so, no trace of them has bee 
found. The manuscript of the ex 
isting portion was unearthed by 
conductor, 37 years after Schu 
bert’s death. It was found gatherin 
dust and oblivion in an old cup 
board. But whatever may be th 
facts behind this fragment, it ij 
certain that, incomplete as it is, i 
has led a complete life in our con 
cert halls. It is one of the mos 
popular of all symphonies, and tha 
for one very good reason: Schubert 
perhaps more than anyone else 
was a master at composing me 
odies, and the melodies of nd 
symphony are glorious and unfor| 
gettable.

Enough sun heat comes through 
a window glass exposed to direct 
rays to increase the temperature 
of a room ten to twenty degrees. 
On a warm day, that’s part of the 
difference between your being com- 
fortable and downright hot. 

Haven’t you ever wondered why 
you feel hot, why you feel cold? 
Why you feel just right? The true 
answers are fascinating. 

You see, your body is always 
creating its own heat—too much of 
it. The trick in being comfortable 
is to lose this excess heat. But 
if you lose it too fast, you feel 
cold. If you lose it too slowly, you 
feel warm. 

You lose it in a lot of little ways, 
like exhaling and perspiring. Air 
moving over you carries some of it 
away. But about half of it radiates 
out from you in little waves or rays. 
It goes directly from you to the 
solid things around you—like 
floors, walls, ceilings, furniture.

|'Where was a time when the pruning of rhododendrons was definitely 
| frowned upon because it was thought that any cutting of branches 


would injure the plant beyond repair. But now, according to Carol 
Wieting who writes from the rhododendron country of the Northwest, 
many gardeners have learned that pruning is not injurious to all 
rhododendrons, but helpful to some and almost necessary to many 
kinds. 

As rhododendrons make their strongest growth just after flowering, 
that is the proper time to prune. It is possible to prune, too, by cutting 
clusters of flowers for decoration from parts of your plants that are 
in need of trimming. Study each plant carefully beforehand, as too 
heavy a pruning will leave the plants without branches to flower 
the next season. 

Oversize plants can be reduced through a careful pruning program— 
removing a few branches each year for three or four years. Some 
varieties, such as Pink Pearl, benefit by an occasional cutting back 
to keep them from becoming leggy. Other varieties which are compact 
and round need a thinning every other year to keep them more natural 
looking.

PEONIES AS SOPHISTICATED AS ORCHIDS

American breeders have resulted in 
flowers with large petals. Yet the 
personality of the wild flowers has 
not been lost because the group of 
stamens in the center, covered with 
golden pollen, does much to retain 
the appearance of the primitive, 
even in the newest single varieties. 

Single peonies are valued for 
several reasons in addition to their 
classic form. Most of them bloom 
early in the season, before the 
doubles have started to open. Their 
earliness thus extends the peony 
season by several days. The flowers 
are less often shattered by spring 
rains that often spell quick doom 
to the doubles, and they frequently 
give color longer because the main 
flowers are followed by the unfurl- 
ing of many side buds. 

The most unusual shades of red 
are to be found in peonies. In addi- 
tion to all the blazing and flaming 
reds, the singles come in very dark 
reds also. Among the very earliest 
of these are Jewel, Legionnaire, 


Red. Warrior, and Arcturus. Dark- 


ness, which also blooms very early, 
is a dark maroon with still darker 
markings. All these varieties bloom 
the 
fashioned early Officinalis Rubra.

a free, unencumbered Saturday,

The arranger in the country needs 


all sorts of vases because she 
has all sorts of material at hand. 
From the first snowdrops to the last 
fling of colorful exuberance from 
the September garden, from the 
first tree-flowers to the last autumn 
foliage, there are never enough 
vases: large, small, middle-sized; 
rough, smooth; light, dark; cool- 
looking, warm-looking; short, tall, 
informal, 


deep, shallow: formal. 


neutral, colorful; and variations 
and combinations of all the above 
qualities. She will want simple, 
crude containers for the woodsy 
things, and fine vases for the gar- 
den aristocrats. If she raises the 
finest delphiniums she will provide 
them with equally aristocratic con- 
tainers, or at least she should. A 
simple pottery might qualify in re- 
finement of form, color and texture. 

With a practiced eye the arranger 
runs over the collection for the vases 
she will use today, for the flowers 
that are at their best at the moment 
in her garden. For the dining table, 
she might arrange roses or hybrid 
clematis in crystal (whether Water- 
ford or Steuben depends on which 
best suits the house) or, more eco- 
nomically, in a square heavy glass 
ash tray. Yellow and bronze day- 
lilies with pink gasplant might go 
in a black iron stove-top on the 
mantel; peonies in a white urn in 
the hall; three choice iris blossoms 
in a low copper tray on the coffee 
table; and the most exquisite rose 
bud of all in an old perfume bottle 
on the dressing table. The arrange- 
ment? Not too time-consuming be- 
cause she can depend so much on

A gen- 
erous handful of tarragon can be 
prepared along with each roasting 
chicken and tucked into the cavity 
to flavor the dressing, or slipped 
under the skin over the breast bone, 
for aesthetic as well as gustatory 
pleasure. In our opinion frozen 
fish should never be sold without 
the proper herbs accompanying it 
for making tartar sauce or chervil 
butter. 

Herb butter, a blending of green 
and gold, made from finely chopped 
fresh frozen herbs and _ well 
creamed butter, is proof of the 
cook’s artistry.

While the duty is 
purely negative—he need not make 


erantor’s

other affirmative act—he is obli- 
gated to refrain from using his land 
in a way that interferes with the

the grantor does interfere with or

He has a remedy or a choice of 
remedies. The grantee may punch 
the grantor in the nose and get his 
promise ‘to cease and desist, or the 
grantee may go to court and obtain 
an injunction restraining the other 
from his unneighborly acts, or the 
grantee may collect damages.

the ways already cited, the grantor, 
too, has the nose-punching recourse, 
if he is big enough. Or he likewise 
may seek redress in court. 

But may not an easement be got 
rid of, wiped out, nullified, de- 
stroyed, extinguished? It may, in 
various ways.

One way is by release, as when 
the owner of the grantee estate re- 
linquishes his right in writing. A 
common way of doing this is by his 
giving a quitclaim deed to the 
grantor’s land. 


NOTHER way to extinguish an 

easement is by merger. If both 
grantor and grantee estates come 
into the possession of one owner 
and are united under one title, the 
merger destroys the easement. In 
other words, buy out that trouble- 
some whether he be 
grantor or grantee.

Stull another way to wipe out an 
easement is by surrender, cessation 
of enjoyment, or abandonment. 
This applies only when the ease- 
ment has been acquired not by 
grant but by “prescription.” 

Prescription may be regarded for 
practical purposes as the same as 
adverse possession occurring when 
there has been open and uninter- 
rupted use and enjoyment of a 
privilege from “time immemorial” 
or for a stated term of years.

Stubbs is not impressed. He does 
nothing. Can Brown get a ladder 
and saw off the projecting eaves? 
Stubbs says to go ahead, that if 
Brown does anything like that, he, 
Stubbs, will have the law on him. 

It develops that Stubbs claims to 
have an easement on Brown’s lot, 
not by grant of a former owner but 
by “prescription.” Stubbs points 
out that he has owned and lived in 
his house for thirty years and in 
all that time no one has objected to 
or interfered with his having his 
root where it is. 

It may take a court ruling to 
determine this issue, but Brown is 
told by his lawyer that Stubbs has 
a strong case. Brown is still think- 
ee about it. 

A sale of tax-forfeited land wipes 
out an easement on it. 

Foreclosure of a mortgage on a 
parcel of land will nullify an ease- 
ment on it predating the mortgage, 
if the mortgagee at the time of 
making the loan was not informed 
of the existence of the easement 
and if there were no visible indica- 
tions to put him on notice. Such 
indications might be a common 
driveway, a party wall, and so on. 


Here are some Do’s and Don’t’s 
about easements for homeowners: 


If you are contemplating grant- 
ing an easement on your home site, 
think over the possible disadvan- 
tages to you if you do grant it. 
Make the consideration ample to 
compensate you. Granting an ease- 
ment places a restriction on the use 
of your land and so may affect its 
salability and its sale price. 

If you grant an easement to a 
relative or a friend who is your 
neighbor, consider that it may go 
into the hands of a stranger, for the 
sale of the grantee estate takes the 
easement with it. 

Tf you are to acquire an easement 
in the purchase of land, make sure 
that the original. grantor of the 
easement was the actual title holder 
at the time. Have his abstract of 
title examined as well as the ab- 
stract covering the land you are 
buying. 

If you grant or acquire an ease- 
ment, have the instrument recorded 
promptly in the office of the register 
of deeds in your ceunty. 

If you are thinking of granting 
an easement on your land, by all 
means consult a lawyer—not any 
lawyer, but a title lawyer. It would 
be well to talk it over with a busi- 
ness man, too, preferably a real 


estate dealer. Granting an easement

Best for poison ivy and for such 
woody subjects as wild cherry and 
raspberry is ammonium sulfamate 
sold as Ammate. This has also 
been used to kill annual weeds in 
driveways and similar places. Ad- 
vantages are that it is neither 
poisonous nor inflammable. It 
sterilizes the soil for a relatively 
short time. 

You can also use the ester form 
of 2,4-D to kill poison ivy (and 
it spares adjacent grasses). But it 
















acts more slowly than Ammate, and 
more than one spray is required. 

If you have a waste place to 
treat, borax is one possibility, at 
the rate of about 50 pounds to 
1,000 square feet. The soil remains 
sterile for some time after such 
a treatment. A heavy salt solution 
will also kill vegetation. 

There is no doubt that 2,4-D is 
the best thing on the market for 
ragweed. You can use it at one- 
quarter the dilution recommended 
for lawns.

planted, after seed is sown but be- 
fore plants appear above ground, 
and during growth. The following 
brief summary of work in chemical 
weeding may stimulate you to do 


a bit of experimenting in your 
own garden. 
Strawberries: One of the most 


exciting crops to weed by the new 
method is strawberries. Though re- 
search is still incomplete and no 
recommendations are made, the 
possibilities are fascinating enough 
to suggest home trials on a small 
scale. 

In 1946 wild strawberries were 
found to be resistant to 2,4-D. This 
led to experiments with cultivated 
varieties, and Dr. R. F. Carlson of 
Michigan State believes that the 
herbicide could be used safely on 
a number of strawberries at the 0.1 


per cent rate, under certain condi- 


tions. 
Another spray mixture _ that 
weeded some varieties of straw- 


berries successfully last season has 
been reported by C. E. Otis of 
Dow Chemical Company. In West 
Coast experiments, he used Diesel 
oil and water fortified with Dow 
General, a dinitro weed killer. Al- 
though Dow will make no recom- 
mendations yet, Mr. Otis’s results 
indicate that there are three safe 
and effective periods to spray 
strawberry plots against weeds: in 
early spring, before plants start 
growing but when weeds are pres- 
ent: in summer, just after the har- 
vest; and in autumn, before freez- 
ing weather sets in. 

Gladiolus: In Florida, Dr. Robert 
Magie succeeded in keeping weeds 
out of gladiolus beds for about eight 
weeks by pre-planting treatments 
with 2.4-D. At the Bradenton Ex- 


periment Station, he broadcast a 
mixture of 2,4-D dust 
cial fertilizer, raked it in lightly, 
and watered it into the soil. The

If you want to try this, use about 
three ounces of 2,4-D salts to 1,000 
square feet and wait three to six 
weeks before planting. Give treat- 
ment when soil is slightly moist, 
and wash in the equivalent of an 
inch of rain.
